- Hear from Charter Committe 


Judge George Hillyer and Hon. W. D. 
~Ellis Present the Arguments of 
the Citizens’ Committee of 
- Forty-nine—Another 
Hearing. 


To. separate city control from city and 
ward politics; to increase the wards from 
seven to nine; to institute boards of con- 
trol; to eliminate the necessity of the 
formality of elections that succeed pri- 
maries except where some opposition is 
presented to the nominated candidates 
within five days of une day of election; 
to provide better openings for candidates 
who may enter canvasses for the repre- 
sentation of the people without harass- 
ment from excessive assessment of po- 
litical parties; to restrict and limit the 
granting of city franchises. and further 
protect ‘and premote the best welfare 


the present and the future. 

Such, in a sentence, was the argument 
presented by Chairman Judge Hillyer at 
a meeting of the charter revision com- 
mittee before Senator Howell, of this dis~ 
trict, and Representatives Siaton, Hous- 
ton and Blackburn, of Fulton county, 
held in the city council chambers yes- 


terday. 

As previously stated in The Constitu- 
tion, the meeting yesterday was held in 
order that the neceégsities of a new char- 
ter might be brought to the immediate 
attention of the Fulton eounty members 
of Georgia's legislative body and that their 
influence might be secured for pushing the 
matter through the body of which they 
were a part to a prompt issue. 

The line of argument in behalf of the 
city’s needs in this direction was clearly 
and concisely: set forth by Judge Hillyer, 
as chairman of the committee on revis- 
ion, and at the conclusi6n of hjs eloquent 
and comprehensive summing up of his 
case in behalf of a new Atlanta, he was 
accorded the plaudits of ‘his confreres and 
several casual spectators who were pres- 
ent as citizens of Atlanta. 

With the opening of the meeting, Ed- 
mund W. Martin moved that Senator 
Howell take charge of the session. This 
was unanimously carried and Chairman 
Hillver gave way to the senator of this 
district and the representatives of this 
county. 

Judge Hiilyer then said that the city 
council had been invited to be present 
for an interchange of views at this meet- 
ing, which included both the present and 
incoming council. 

Position of Councilmen. 

To this Councilman Key responded by 
saying that he was not present as a rep-. 
resentative of council, but as a citizen. 
He inferred that there were not more 


members of that body’ present because 
they had not béen formally invited, but 
only through the columns of the morn- 
ing newspaper. The few present were not 
willing to take the responsibility of rep-. 


part, but hoped to méet the t»pnresen- 
tatives of the legistature at some future. 
time and present their arguments. 

To this the chair stated that every 
member was nén-committed. ‘‘We are all 
anxious to act for what is best for the 
city. We want to be enlightened on all 
of the questions in controversy and we 
certainly intend to hear from the mem- 
bers of the council.”’ 

This matter was finally decided by the 
calling of a meeting of council to pre- 
sent their arguments next Tuesday even- 
ing in the council chamber a 8 o'clock. 
After the members of council had stated 
their views the charter revision commit- 
tee would again be heard in reply to 
the arguments set forth by council. A 
full attendance of both the council and 
the committee was asked in order -that 
the representatives trom the legislature 
might hear from both sides at the next 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Judge Hillyer Talks. 

Judge Hillyer was. ther’ called upon | 
and after reviewing in considerable de- 
tail the work of the committee of forty- 
nine and the charter revision committee, 
said that it seemed to him advisable that 
such a matter should not be submitted 
to popular vote. He doubted whether 
one-fifth of the ‘citizens of At- } 
lanta had read the proposed new charter 
or whether even the gentlemen being ad- 
dressed were familiar with the changes 
and provisions contained.

fire? The protection of our homes from 
electric wires needs a board that can and 
will enforce rules of safety and regulate 
this mysterious power. 

“We favor the division of the city into 
five boards without respect to ward poll- 


tics. 
As to Councilmen. 


“The city councilman has a great trust, 
It is hard to think of a place where a 
man can do more for his fellow-men or 
his God. Like Caesar's wife; he should 
be above suspicion, and immune from 
temptation. The people should know that 
in leavirg the matter of franchises with 
council that they are leaving them in 
the hands of trustees who are working 
upward and onward. Such has been the 
Spirt of the committee of forty-nine, and 
if they have failed it is because the mem- 
bers are finite and not infallible. We 
are in favor of having franchises grant- 
ed to the highest bidder, with a time limit 
of twenty years, and that such franchise 
shall not be purchased by a competitor. 

“There is not a word in the old charter 
about franchises and we have seen our 
streéts voted away from curb to curb in 
privileges to the gas, telephone, heating, 
street railway and electric ight compa- 
nies. It thas all been done without the 
needed restraint of proper regulation in 
such matters. We have looked to the best 
in the charters of New York and San 
Francisco in this particular.’’ 

Chairman Hillyer concluded by saying 
that members of the committee had work- 
ed on occasions nineteen hours out of the 
twenty-four and that the work included 
the best efforts of practical men acquaint- 
edi with the best and greatest needs of 
the city. He urged speedy legislation, 
as.the delay of this measure meant its 
defeat. 

After Senator Howell had set the date 
of the next meeting for’ Tuesday even- 
ing, Councilman Key said he hoped that 
there would be a full attendance of the 
committee, as’ council had some members 
who had no better sense than to tell the 
plain truth about some things, and he 
wanted the members of the committee to 
hear them, 

Captain W. D. Ellis was inclined to

Captain Ellis Talks. 


Captain Ellis said: ‘‘For myself and 
the other members of the committee of

Tuesdsy afterneon before the general ju- 
diciary committee, and at that time the 
county commissioners, together . with 
County Attorney L. Z. Rosser, -will- ap- 
pear before the committee in a body to 
fight the measure. They will present ar- 
gument and law to sustain their conten- 
tions for its defeat. 

The commissioners will argue that such. 
a law ag that proposed would be uncon- 
stitutional, as it makes no provision for 
the city to pay the expenses’ of the in- 
mates it sends to tne reformatory. It is 
claimed that the county cannot, be forced 
to pay the expense of both city and coun- 
ty in such an institution. ee : 


City Gave No Aid. - 


It is further contended that at the tittte * 


the movement for the reformatory was 
started the city was invited to aid in its 
construction, thus obtaining the right. té 
use ft, but that it failed to do so. An-

That 
evening at 8 o'clock he went totally 
blind and was unable to distinguish light 
from darkness for fourteen hours. 

Then until Monday afternggn he would 
be blind for periods of from one to two 
hours, being able to see fairly well until 
the afternoon of Monday, November 3,

The fifty-eighth annual session of the 
Georgia synod of the Southern Presby- 
terian church came to a close yesterday 
afternoon after the most successful meet- 
ing in the history of the synod. — 

Much business of importance was 
transacted at the closing meeting yester- 
day afternoon. The most important ques- 
tion discussed was that of mainaining 
the Presbyterian hospital in Atlanta. 
The report of the hospital committee was 
read and adopted. 

. The Presbyterian hospital of Atlanta 
is a church enterprise, inaugurated by 
the Presbyterian Ministers’ Association 
of Atlanta held in January 1901. On the 
Ist day of July, 1901, the hospital was 


lary Association sufficient funds were 
raised to insure the successful launching 
of the enterprise. 

More than 500 patients have been treatcd 
in the hospital and dispensary within the 
past sixteen months, 75 per cent of whom 
have been charity patients, the others 
paying a small sum. The hospital, while 
under the control of the Presbyterians of 
Atlanta, is by no means denominational 
in its benefactions. Thirty-one out of 
every hundred patients have been Metho- 
dists, eighteen out of every hundred have 
been Baptists, eight in every hundred 
have been members of other churches, 
including Unitarians and Catholics; 2% 
per cent have been Presbyterians and 22 
per cent have been members of no 
church. 

The institution is the only one of its 
kind in this part of the south. Patients 
are received from any place, and with 
any disease except one that is contagious, 
and regardless of financial condition. 
This is the only institution that takes 
patients regardless of their place of 
residence. Patients have been received 
from Georgia, Alabama, Fiorida, North 
and South Carolina and Kentucky. 

Rev. J. T. Plunkett, D. D., of Augusta; 
Rev. Theron H. Rice, D. D., of Atlanta, 
and Rev. James Y. Fair, D. D., of Sa- 
vannah, were appointed as a committee 
from the state at large to look after the 
interest of the hospital throughout the 
state. It is he tntention of the Presby- 
terilans to make the institution the prop- 
erty of the synod and not alone of the 
Atlanta Presbytery. 

Trustees Are Reelected. 

Rev. Richard Orme Flynn and Rev. 8. 
L. Morris were reelected trustees of the 
Donald Frazer High school. The report 
from the ministerial relief committee was 
read and adopted. A large number of 


_other reports were read and approved 


just before adjournment. 

The thanks of the synod were voted to 
Moderator Fair for the excellent way in 
which he has presided over the delibera- 
tions of the synod, and the impartiality 
and fairness of his decisions. 

The meeting was closed by the singing 
of the Long Meter Doxology and prayer 
by Moderator Fair. 

At the mornin’s session of the synod 
definite action was taken on the subject 
of the establishment of the university in 
Atlanta. The movement was unanimous- 
ly indorsed by the synod, and the com- 
mittee in charge of the matter was con- 
tinued in power, after its report had been 
adopted with one amendment that the

S5loss companies, 
which are the only employers under the 
present lease system. The staté’s written 
terms furnished all operations on which 
bids are to bé made are as follows: 


Terms of, State. 

The state asks for bids per ton for min- 
ing coal and carrying. the coal to the 
mouth of the room, the contract to run 
for three years and an additional one 
or two years at the option of the bidder 
at the time the contract is executed. The 


conditions are that the state furnish the 
tools, explosives and such other things 
as free miners now furnish in mining 
coal, the state to have entire charge and 


expense of the feeding and clothing and 
general maintenance of the convicts, in- 
cluding the care of the ill, the state to 
otherwise control them in the mines and 
out and to work them by its own agents. 
The contractor is to furnish and operate 
the tramways, cars and hoisting appa- 
ratus and such machinery as they now 
furnish in their mines operated by free 
miners, the state to have its own mine 
foremen or pit bosses, subject to the 
general direction of the company’s min- 
ing engineer. Where the coal runs into a 
fault exceeding 4 feet in depth or height, 
the mine owners are to pay the usual 
price for cutting through: such fault. 
~The declared purpose is ‘to put § the 
state’s convicts-in exactly the position 
of a free miner in so far as the labor is 
concerned. : Mees 4 

Where a contractor ig working or. de- 
sires to work county convicts. the same 
agreement will hold as above, with this 
additional agreement, that the state con- 
victs aré to be worked in separate rooms 
from the county convicts and are to be 
housed under a different shelter and fed 
in a different place. In this latter case 
also the mining company and the. state 
must agree upon 4, division of the costs 
of the guard. 


Prisons and Hospitals. 

The contractor to furnish the prisons, 
the hospitals and the equipment of the 
hospitals; also the beds and bedding for 
the Convicts and such bathing arrange- 
ments and wash houses and water as the 
physician inspector may.require; The con- 
tractor is to agree to pay all necessary 
narrow work at an agreed price and to 
keep up the capacity and output of the 
mines. The contractors must furnish, 
without cost to the state, such conve- 
niences, machinery and appliances for 
mining coal as are now or may here- 
after be furnished without oost to free 
miners. The contractor will furnish all 
things necessary: for the proper ventila- 
tion and drainage of the mines. 

The contractor must furnish an in- 
closure for a garden of sufficient size of 
tilable land on which the state may 
grow the necessary vegetables.

New York, November 15.—(Special.)— 
J. P. Morgan and powerful aliies of his 
among the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania 
interests were credited today with lead- 
erehip in the great bear raid on values 
in, Wall street during the past week. 

Marked advantage was taken of the 
fact that Mr. Morgan remained at home 
three days suffering with a severe cold.

The rules of that prison are that pris- 
one?s are granted a curtailment of their 
Sentence at the rate of two months each 
yegr for good conduct, Captain Carter 
has been a model prisoner while at Leav- 
enworth, @nd ten months will be de- 
ducted from his term of five years, ac- 
cording to present indications, Unless he 
is guilty of some breach of the prison 
regulations, he will have to serve but four 
years. and two morths. That period will 
be reached some time next spring.

Rubino an Anarchist. 

When examined by the police Rubino 
confessed that he intended to shoot King 
Leopold, and said he held anarchist be- 
liefs. 

Rubino is a bookkeeper. He was born 
at Rinardo, near Naples, in 1859, and has 
lately lived in Brussels. 

A fuller Investigation showed the police 
that Rubino fired a ball cartridge, ine 
bullet. of which smashed the window of 
Comte 4’Eoultremont’s carriage and 
grazed the grand marshal’s face, 

When rescued from the mob Rubino 
was placed in a cab and infuriated 
crowds of people tmmédiately surrounded 
it and attacked the vehicle with knives 
and sticks. The police had great diffi- 
culty in forcing & way to the police sta- 
tion through the crowd, which shouted 
alternately, ‘‘Kill him!” and “Long live 
the king!”’ 

The cab was badly hacked with knives. 

A search of the prisoner revealed a 
package of ball cartridges. 

It is reported that Rubino had been 
heard to express anarchistic opinions, 
and it was also said he came to Brussels 


from London expressly to kill King Leo-. , 


pold and went to the cathedral today for 
this purpose, but refrained from shooting 
at the king for fear of killing soldiers 
who stood between him and his majesty. 
Great Excitement Caused. . 
Rubino is also reported to have said 
he was employed in the Itallan secret 
service in London, and that he came to 
Brussels a fortnight ago with the inten- 
tion of assassinating King Leopold. 
The news of the outrage spread rapidly 
throughout the city and the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed. The people thronged 
the streets, eagerly discussing the at- 
tempt on the life of tne king and large 
crowds gathered in front of the various 
bulletin boards. The newspapers issued 
frequent editions and these were eagerly 
bought. General abhorrence was ex- 


archist. He was dismissed, however, as 
the embassy officials discovered that he 
sympathized with the anarchists. 

It was then that he bought a revolver 
and fifty cartridges and went to Brussels. 
Failing to find work, Rubino said he “de- 
termined to act,’’ and went to the cathe- 
dral with the intention of shooting the 
king. But he did not fire at his majesty 
for fear of hitting intervening soldiers. 
Then Rubino proceeded to the Rue 
Royale, where he awaited the cortege. 


| The royal carriage containing the king 


passed before Rubino was able to draw 

his revolver, hence the bullets hit only 

the carriage following. 
Had Pictures of Royal Family. 

Ii Rubino’s pockets were found pic- 
ture post cards bearing portraits of King 
Leopold, Prince Albert and Princess BPliz- 
abeth. The prisoner said he procured the 
cards so as to be able to recognize the 
members of the royal family, and ex- 
pressed the hope that others would be 
more successful than himself. 

He also sald he did not regret his act 
and would have fired at any monarch, 
“at the king of Italy as readily as at the 
king of the Belgians, because monarchs 
are tyrante who cause the misery of 
their people.” Finally Rubino declared he 
hated socialists because they were friends 
of the police, and asserted that he had 
no accomplices. 

The police tonight are engaged in scour- 
ing the anarchist resorts Were on a 
search for accomplices of Rubino. One 
arreat has already been made of a noted 
Belgian anarchist, named Chapelle. Many 
other arrests will probably follow. Sev- 
eral persons who were near to Rubino 
when he fired the revolver assert that he 
Was accompanied by another man who 
escaped in the erowd. It is thought pos- 
sible Ahat this individual was an accom- 
plice wno carried off the revolver, which 
the police have not yet found. Rubinc, 
who has a wife and child in London, con- 
tinues to affect a profound indifference 
as to his fate, which cannot/ve death, 
since capital punishment has been abol- 
ished in Belgium.

Smedes. Miss.. November 15.—No frest 
bear skin had been hung up today at 
the camp on the Little Sunflower up to 
4:30 this afternoon.

George Jones and C. A. Turner will ap- 
pear for the Josephs’ Dry Goods Com- 
pany, contending that the money should 
have been turned over to the company. 
Judge Ross will appear in behalf of Mr. 
Grace, defending his course in the matter, 
and Olin Wimberley will represent the in-, 
terests of Robert Hecht, his client. Mr. 
Wimberley will take the stand that the 
money should not be turned back to 
the company, but that if the court so 
decides that the ruling be modified as 
much as possible.

Graphic Account of the Earth- 
quake by Governor Schroeder, 


Washington, November 15.—Commahder 
Seaton Schroeder, naval governor. of 
Guam, has sent to the navy department 
a detailed report of the damage caused 
in that island by the earthquake of Sep- 
tember 22. The disaster occurred in the 
daytime, as did the hurricane of two 
years ago, and the casualties included 
but one child kitied and a few of the 
townspeople of Agana hurt. There was 
considerable loss of property, however, 
and funds are asked for to make the 
necessary immediate repairs. The total 
damage to buildings under the control 
of the bureau of yards and docks will 
reach $8,700. The marine corps lost $14,000 
of its property. The public buildings of 
the island suffered a loss of $22,100, gold. 
An allowance of $10,000, Commander 
Schroeder says, is imperative at once. 
The private loss in Agana alone is esti- 
mated at $100,000, gold. 


The Earth Opened. . 

“The earthquake which occurred at 
11:24 a, m.,” says Commander Schroeder 
in his report, “was the severest of which 
there is any record. During®* its contin- 
uance there could be seen clouds of dust 
rising suddenly from the different quar- 
ters of Agana as the masonry housés 
would fall; the earth opened here and 
there in small places, from which ‘water 
would spout and subside, leaying a few 
large, round, apparently hollow pits, and 
innumerable fine cracks were observable 
everywhere. A dull, grinding roar pre- 
ceded this and accompanied by the shak- 
ing of the earth, sure-footed bulls were 
tripped up and fell to their knees, while 
buildings swayed, water tanks +» were 
tossed over and bells were rung by the 
vibrations. In other parts of the island 
fissures one to two feet wide were made,

Dr. Richardson Thinks There 
ls Danger of Tuberculosis 
Infection, 


TEST MADE PROVES cow 
INFECTED WITH DISEASE 


Board of Health Will Probably Take 
Matter Up at Early Date—Be- 
lieved That Tuberculosis 
Can Be Contracted from 
Cows. 


Dr. ‘FE. H. Richardson, secretary of the 
board of health, thinks that the people 
of Atlanta stand in great danger of con- 
tracting tuberculosis from drinking the 
milk of cows who are infected with that 
disease. 

For this reason Dr. Richardson’ says 
that he considers it the duty of tlie 
board of health to have every cow in 
the public dairies put to Koch's tubercu- 
lin test before allowing her milk to be 


sold in the city. He: will bring this mat- 
ter before the board in the near future 
and will urge prompt action upon it. 
Dr. Richardson canie to this opinion 
after witnessing an autopsy held over 
the body of one of the cows that has been 
kept i Hoyt’s dairy. The proprietors of 
this daffy bad all their cows inoculated 
with Koch’s.twberculin and were suz 


ing of their cows show signs of the dis- 
ease. 

They decided to have a post mortem 
examination made and invited the mem- 
bers of the board of health to attend. 
The board appointed Dr. Richardson to 
represent it. 

The post mortem examination was made 
by Dr. Charles R. Jolly, the well-known 
veterinary surgeon, and showed that the 
cow was in an advanced stage of tuber- 
culosis. 

Medical authorities now agree that tu- 
berculosis cam be contracted from ani- 
mals infected with it and Dr. Richardson 
thinks that the matter should be taken 
up at once and thoroughly investigated. 
Koch’s test is said to be infallible and it 
shows beyond a shadow of a doubt wheth- 
er or not a cow is infected with the dis- 
ease. 

People who drink milk from public 
daries will doubtless be greatly interest- 
ed in this matter and Dr. Richardson’s 
suggestion will no doubt be seconded by 
a large number of Atlanta’s citizens. 


ESCAPED ON A TECHNICALITY. 


Federal Judge Refused To Send Gon- 
zales to Mexico. 

Laredo, Tex., November 15.—A decision 
was handed down today by Judge Wal- 
ter T. Burns, of the United States court 
of the southern district of Texas, liberat- 
ing Rafael Gonzales, a Mexican citizen, 
for whose extradition proceedings had 
been pending. 

Gonzales extradition was asked for on 
the charge of embezzlement. As the ex- 
tradition treaty of Mexico with the Unit-

$1,000,000 @ year to the pay roll of the 
company.

There are a great many small things that 
our men and women could do to help them- 
selves and others while looking for something 
big to do How much more would be ac- 
complishea if wé would but use the forces at 
our command. First, if those of us who 
have good situations—who work for god peo- 
ple—would etrive to please them and show to 
them that we appreciate our places, they 
would show that they appreciate our labor. 
Every man, woman and boy or girl—what- 
ever may be his or her trade or profession— 
should strive to be the best in it. If a coach- 
man, be the best, the most polite, the most 
honest, the most caeful, the most sober, the 
ous he the kindest and one that is always 
{ jolly, happy and approachable. If a cook, 
nurse, house maid or chamber maid, be the 
very best; be on time, always happy, kind, 
quick, hetpful, appreciative. If a_ school 
teacher, be On time, be kind, be gentle, be 
patient, be the very best. If «a lawyer, physi- 
cian or minister, be the best, the most hbon- 
est, be prompt and punctyal in both deed and 
action, be truthful, kind, gentle and heipful. 
If a paper boy or, bootblack, take up the same 
principles, and a successful future is assured. 
If all of us would follow this line of action, 
we would never want for a job. The eame is 
true of farm hands. It is a regrettable fact 
that some of Us just work to be workinz=— 
not because we love to do it—but in a kind of 
half-hearted way satisfactory to neither the 
person who employs us Or to ourselves. We 
are more often behind time than on time, often 
we are not pleasent without any cause, we are 
not obliging, nét gentle, we sleep when 
ought to be awake, our faces are filled with 
frowns when smiles should be on them. Now 
I know some will not like what I am saying, 
but it is the truth ‘ust the same. We have 
our faults as well ae our virtues, and for years 
I have spoken of our virtues. Now these are 
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in which we live. Now let us be at least hon- 
est with ourselves and acknowledge-our faults 
and resolve to lay them aside and do better 
in the future. 

Fourth. There is one thing I must mention, 
and that is this business of going in debt. I 
say business, because some of us do make 
of it. 

We buy on the installment plan a suit of 
furniture for $75 that can be bought for $25 
cash. We pay a few dollars on it and then 
begin to dodge the collector, tell falsehoods 
or ignorantly mortgage this furniture to a 
inoncy lender, and finally find ourselves in the 
strong hande of the law. I would advise you 
to pay cash for what you use; stop vur- 
chasing goods on the installment plan; save 
your money end pay, as I have said. cash 
for what you get. Stop borrowing money and 
work for it. If you cannot work for it, do 
without it. It ts better to sleep on a paliet 
on the floor that is paid for than to sleep 
on a bed that belongs to another. Save yous 
money and buy a home, even though it is 
small and in an alley; then save your money 
and buy furniture in keeping with your house 
and its other furnishings. Of all the evils 
reaming among the colored people, there are 
not many that can beat tne installment men. 
Let them alone; Let them find another job. 

Fifth. Insure your lives in some good, 
strong company for the benefit of those who 
are left. We have got to die, insurance cr no 
insurance, just like other human beings; hence 
we must insure our lives fust as other peo- 
ple. We must put aside some of our fozies 
and get down to modern actions. 

Quite a number of our men own their homes 
and a large number are now buying their 
homes. But many more can, ought to and 
must own their homes. The young women 
should do likewise. Any person who can earn 
$15 per month can buy a home. You can get 
a house and lot now on payments of $1.25 a 
week, or $5 a month. Boys, stop sbending 
your money for the pleasures that vanish 
away, and put it in the dirt of Atlanta, your 
brains or a country place. Were I a woman, 
I would not think of marrying a man unless 
he owned some land, if only a cemetery lot. 
The city school teachers could buy a liot in 
south Atlanta or East Point every year and 
not miss the money. I know a teacher in 
Morris Brown college who, to my own knowl-

I wish the men and: ‘beys of Atlanta would 
take advantage of the opportunities af their 
doors or get up and go to some other city and 
go to work. One by one they are waking uD 
und going to school or to work here, or @re 
striking out in other parts of the country to 
make men of themselves. Some have joined 
the army, some the navy and others have 
gone to take up other vocations. Some time 
ago Samuel Ware joined the army, and arf- 
ter serving in the Philippines, has returned to 
the states with his regiment, and is iocated 
in the west. His brother, Paul, is in New 
York, and has a good situation. These boys 
stculd be examples to the hundreds standing 
cm our streets, doing nothing, waiting to be 
fed, clothed and housed by their voarents,

Message of American Feder 
lion of Labor 


| Andrew Fiireseth Speaks Against the 
Ship Subsidy Bill—Hands Off 
of Canal Question—Many 
Resolutions Acted on 
by Convention. 


New Orleans, November 15.—‘‘Resolved, 
That we declare our unfaltering fealty to 
the trade labor movement of our coun- 
try, devoting our best efforts to the up- 
lifting of the wage-earnefs of our coun- 
try, giving them hope and encouragement, 
and appealing to them to unite with organ- 
ized workers so that the fraternity of 
man, of .the world, may be accomplished 
at the earliest possible date.’’ 

This is the message sent out by the 
American Federation of Labor on the 
twenty-first anniversary of its birth to 
the laboring men throughout the world. 

The last session of the day was within 
a few minutes of its close when President 
Gompers announced that he desired to 
recognize Delegate Andrew Furesteth 
for a particular purpose. The latter de- 


twenty-first birthday of the American 
Federation of Labor, and gave a short 
sketch of its history and its aims. Pres- 
ident Gompers -made a brief address, 
saying that of all the delegates present 
at the formation of the organization at 
Pittsburg in 1881, he was the only man 
present. Upon motion of Delegate Dris- 


coll, of Massachusetts, he was appointed 


a committee of one to frame an appro- 
priate resolution and the message given 
above ts the result.

The committee on’ resolutions reported 
favorably on the motion declaring against

FOR AGE OF THE DISTRICT 


Town Is Breaking Growing Rec- 
ords—Street Railway Im- 
provements Keep Pace 
with Progress. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 15.—(Spe- 

iron manufacturers are now 
to agree that the Birmingham 
et is the most wonderful mining 
manufacturing district on the globe. 
‘fhe fact is, that Birmingham is even 
jae the price—fixing city in the pig iron 

coal markets of the world. 

Birmingham was not established, not 
gven dreamed of, In 1870. In 1880 there 
qas a population here of 3,000. Ten yvears 
jater there were 30,000. At this time there 
gere furnaces in blast in various parts 
ef the district, coal mines were being 
operated, and the district was being felt 
‘gudstantially in the commercial world. 
Not until 1897, however, was the export 
business from this district commenced, 
but during the year 1900 Alabama shipped 

23.615 tons of fron, within 50,000 
tons of all the iron which was exported 
‘that year from the entire United States. 

England, Germany, France, Italy, Hol- 
jand, Denmark, Switzerland, Norway, 
Austria, China, Japan, Australia, Cuba, 
Mexico and the Hawalian Islands secured 
fron from this state. Since that time the 
grice of iron in this country has in- 
qreased so substantially that none is be- 
ing exported now, but if ever the domes- 
tic prices fad] Alabama will again resume 
the traffic across the ocean. 

‘During the “year, ending Janufty 30, 
j#2, the Birminghem uistrict shipped 
$00,000 tons of pig iron, the production of 
which was at a cost smaller than pig iron 
ean be produced anywhere, and therefore 

yery neat net margin of profit was made 
on it. This district was developed ‘with 
porrowed money. The mines were opened 
on the credit basis, and the furnaces and 
folling mills and ‘other manufacturing 
concerns were built with money furnish- 
ed by non-residents. The several years 
of prosperity, which the iron market has 
enjoyed, have paid the district largely out 
of debt and when a dull season comes, 

#f one ever does, the Birmingham district 
will be in admirable condition to contend 
with it. Birmingham is now turning out 
‘g@ good quality of steel and while she is 
not yet setting the prices on this commod- 
ity, she is able to make money at the 

fixed by the larger manufactur- 
ers in the north and west, 
New Steel Process. 

Henry Knoth, of Birmingham, has re- 
cently invented a new continuous process 
for manufacturing open hearth eteel, 
which, it is believed, will materially re- 
duce the cost of manufacturing the prod- 
wet in this district. It is said that his 
§rocess will increase the output of the 
gresent furnaces more than 100 per cent, 
ané@ will also dispense with the use of 
-ecrap iron In the manufacturing of open 
‘hearth steel. This will relieve manufac- 
turers from the present scarcity and high 
prices of the scrap, and will also do asvay 
‘with the, bility of a scrap famine. 

By this process molten steel reserved 
from a previous heat is charged as a sub- 
stitute for scrap. Thus instead of dump- 
tng ton after ton of scrap and pig metal, 
beth cold, into the furnace as is done 
under the present processes, about one- 
third of the steel from a furnace heat 
4s reserved in the ladle into which it was 
‘tapped after the greater part of the hdat 
has been poured into the molds, as usual 
‘This reserve of molten steel in the ladle 
is charged back into the furnace from 
which it was poured, after this has been 
repaired, and is ready for the succeeding 
heat. 

The pig metal used fn this process is 
@lways charged in a molten condtion, 
so that nothing but hot metal goes into 
the furnace, and the reaction beginning at 
once, the heat is ready to be tapped in 
four or five hours. 

Another advantage claimed for the new 
process is that it can be used in the old 
furnaces. It being only necessary to 
provide machinery for charging the mol- 
fen metal. 

Street Railway Improvements. 

The Birmingham Railway, Light and 
Power Company is now spending about 
$2,000,000 in improvements in this dis 
flict. Practically all of the company’s 
lines are being rebuilt, the ties being of 
the very best timber and the rails 8 inches 
high and weighing 90 pounds to the yard.

These Lineal Descendants of the Nolen Pioneers of Alabama Were Conspicuous Figures in the Impos- 
ing Family Reunion Recently Held in That State. 
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was sung by 6800 voiees, and prayer by 
Rev. 8. Darius Martin, the 412 descend- 
ants, joined by their 400 guests, and led 
by their respective family representatives, 
marched to the cemetery to decorate and 
to view once more the resting places of 
their sleeping ancestors. After these cer- 
emontes they repaired to the ojd Pine 
Grove school house, and the next feature 
of the programme was the reading of a 
cemmunication from Hon. 8. J. Nolen, 
mayor of Alexander City, who had been 
chosen as master of ceremonies of this 
occasion, by reason of the fact that he 
is one of the grandsons of the Stephen 
Nolen branch of this noted family, but 
who was prevented by sickness at home 
from attending. This communication was 
a high tribute to those worthy pioneers 
and their posterity, and expressed in 
well couched langauge a lofty sentiment 
anent these annual gatherings, where the 
survivors of the respective branches can 
commingle in pleasant converse and in 
commemoration of their loved ones. May- 
or Nolen appointed Dr. A. J. Nolen, of 
New Site, to wear the honors as chair- 
man of the reunion ceremonies, and it 
may not be amiss at this juncture to state 
that Dr. Nolen bears the same distinction 
in respect to the lineal descent on the 
Abner Nolen side as Mayor Nolen bears 
on the Stephen Nolen side, he being one 
of the Abner Nolen grandsons. 

In a graceful speech, Dr. Nolen aacept- 
ed this honor, and directed the cere- 
monies in a manner quite apropos of 
such an occasion. This fervent family 
address brought out touching responses 
from various representatives of the Nolen 
family. A letter from Dr. W. L. Nolen, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., a son of Rev. W. 
J. Nolen, deceased, and a grandson of 
Abner Nolen, was then read to the as- 
semblage. This Dr. Nolen is a dis- 
tinguished physician and surgeon of Ten- 
nessee, and now honored as vice presi- 
dent of the Tri-State Medical Association. 

This interesting letter, dedicated to this 
occasion, was followed by impromptu

which refreshed the history of those early 
‘<a when the scene of this reunion, the 
914 Pine Grove school house, was the 
bunting ground of the red man. 

This historic ground is the site of one 
of the first governmental Indian agencies 
ever established in Alabama, and abounds 
in tragic incidents of those tumultuous 
days when our forefathers were daily 
grappling with a savage foe. It is the 
scene of a fierce battle on the 16th day of 
May, with the Creek Indians, on which 
day many lives were lost, noted among 
whom was the first wife of the late and 
lamented General Mike J. Bufger, also 
the grandfather of Hon. W. L. Johnson. 
Much interesting data as to our early 
j history fell from the lips of these 
| pioneers, and will leave its impress upon 

the younger generations there assembled. 
Several of the old Nolen slaves, bent 
with age, were there to give witness to 
all that was said and done, and no 
descendant of this family could speak in 
tributes more touching than the loving 
terms of memory expressed to their mas- 
ters gone on before. 

Perhaps the most noted feature of this 
reunion was the speech of Hon. Richard 
8. Nolen, the oldest member of this inter- 
esting family, the nearest living branch 
to the family trunk. His remarks were 
concise and dwelt mainly with ancestral 
hiestory, pointing a moral ag to the duty 
of the present and coming generations 
in holding these reunions to perpetuate 
family history. He touched upon the 
early history of this country and the 
great hardships heaped upon our fore- 
fathers while working out a destiny that 
today burst forth in a flood tide of civill- 
zation and enlightenment. 

Hon. Richard 8. Nolen, now in his 
sixty-sixth year, is a type of the well- 
poised, self-made southerner of the old 
guard, a character of rugged honesty and 
integrity, whose escutcheon is without 
stain at any era of his useful career. He 
has been honored often by his fellow- 
citizens, for which they have no cause 
to regret. He has served in both branches 
of the general assembly of Alabama,. and 
has been chosen as leader in many other 
public capacities. Mr. Nolen is indeed 
the honorary head of a strong represent- 
ative southern family. 

To close the programme, at 2 o'clock 
one of the most elaborate dinners ever 
served in east Alabama was heartily en- 
' joyed and relished by 800 people. 
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their arrival rune the rolling stock of 
the company up to 200 cars. 

In addition to the vast sums being ex- 
pended in street railway improvements, 
the company is spending large amounts 
on its electric light plant and its gas 
plant.

The capac- 
ity of the gas plant is also being greatly 
increased and the mains are being ex- 
tended to sections of the city not here- 
tofore reached. These tremendous im- 
provements may be safely taken as an 
evidence of the confidence that investors 
have in the future greatness of Bir- 
mingham. 

Mineral Development at Gadsden. 

The Southern ratiroad has 
recently purchased 15,000 acres of fine 
mineral land within 12 miles of Gadsden. 
The land is said to comtain some of as 
fine mineral ts as there are in 
the state. The bituminous coal on the 
property has been experimented with and 
its product in coke has been pronounced 
in every respect equal to the Blocton 
coal. It is understood to be the inten- 
tion of the Chattanooga Railroad Com- 
pany to develop the mines in this yicinity 
without delay. 

Filterng Plant for Birmingham. 

The work installing a filtering stand 
at the N Birmingham plant of the 
-Birminghem Weter Works Company is 
now well under way. The work at the 
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Cahaba stand has been practically com- 
pleted, and a large force of men are now 
engaged in making ready for the install- 
ing of the great filters. The filtering ap- 
paratus will be ready for operation some 
time next spring, and the people of Bir- 
mingham are promised as good water 
as can be found anywhere. Birming- 
ham’s watén supply hes not proved to be 
unwholesome, but it is muddy and dis- 
agreeable to look at, and good clear wa- 
ter will give the people more gsatisfac- 


tion than almost anything that could be 
| provided for. 
Steel Bridges for Jefferson. 


The board of revenue has let a contract 
to the Southern Bridge Company to place 
a steel bridge over the canal near Elyton 
and another over the stream between 
Elyton and Powderly, and the work will 
be done at once.

AGAINST OIL CO. 


E. T. Sykes Asks for $50,000 
from Mississippi Cotton 
Oil Co. 


CHARGED WITH SHORTAGE 
IN TELEGRAM TO SENATOR 


Action Brought About by Effort To 
Prove That Trust Existed in 
That State—Trial Set for 
Next Week at Co- 
lum bus. 


Columbus, Miss., November 15.—(Spe- 
clal.)}—With the announcement that the 
$50,000 Ifbel suit case instituted by HB. T. 
Sykes, Jr., of this city. against the Mis- 
sissippi Cotton Oi] Company will be heard 
at the session of the circult court which 
meets next Monday, interest of all Mis- 
sissippi is again centered in the proceed- 
ings which are to come. Possfbly no case 
ever brought before the Mississippi courts 
in this county has aroused the same 
amount of universal interest in the out- 
come as has this one. The facts relative 
to the institution of the libel proceedings 
are these: 

Mr. Sykes is the former cashier of the 
Mississippi Cotton O11 Company's mill at 
this point. He is also the publisher of 
‘Sykes’ LIightning Cotton Seed Calcu- 
lator,”” a book used to compute all cal- 
culations relative to the buying of cetton 
seed. In December of last year Mr. Sykes 
resigned his position with the company 
on the grounds that the oil mills of the 
state being in a trust and placing the 
price to be pald for seed in even dollars, 
that the sale of his book had been prac- 
tically rufned. This book was gotten up 
with much expense, and in justice to him- 
self he was forced to adopt this method 
in order to realize tm vast amount he 
haa placed in his copyright. After re- 
signing his position Mr. Sykes engaged 
himself in collecting the various facts 
necessary to prove that there was a 
trust existing. and by proving this fact 
he would then be able to continue the 
sale of his calculator and realize profits 
entitled to him. The first step in the mat- 
ter of this exposition was to the 
proofs he had obtained in the hands of 
the state legislature which was in ses- 
sion. Mr. Sykes went to Jackson and 
gave Senator Noel all the facts and in- 
nerworkings upon which the alleged trust 
is said to exist. After having completed 
this step, Senator Noel was in the midst 
of furnishing the senate with the Infor- 
mation, when Senator Bradley arose and 
announced that he had just received a 
telegram from John A. Lewis. vice pres- 
‘dent of the Mississippi Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, in which Mr. Lewis claimed. that 
Mr. Sykes was a Gefaulter of $1,200 of

There has been no time 
when the people here were not dreaming 
of a coming time when the state would 
buy the other half of the square and tear 
down the houses on it and make the 
capitol grounds complete. Effort after 
effort has been made to get the legisia- 
ture to take up the matter, but in vain, 
Years ago some twenty-odd citizens here 
got an option on the property at $20,000 
for the purpose of inducing the state to 
proceed to purchase at that price. Now 
the property is conservatively estimated 
to be worth $100,000 and growing more 
valuable every year.

Stallings from middie and south Alabama, 
where he has so long played so conspicu- 
ous and really honorable a part, is quite 
the most noteworthy personal incident 
which has occurred here in a long time. 
He will retain his citizenship in Butler 
county and vote there, for a time at least. 
But, as: the same, the hero of more per- 
sonai anecdotes than have been retailed 
about @hy Aflabamian since Rice, is gone 
and this section will not soon look upon 
his like again.

ker, who ig to BDngland almost exactly 
what Henry Ward Beccher used to be to 


America, is recovering somewnat from 
the collapse which it was thought would 
end his career. His yearning to get back 
to the pulpit of the City Temple, where 
he had thundered vuninterruptedly for 
more than thirty years, is almost pa- 
thetic. Reports that Dr. Gunsaulus, of 
Chicago, had been engaged to succed 
him well-nigh broke the aged preacher's 
heart, and in spite of his physicians’ or- 
ders he got up from his sick bed to ap- 
pear before his congregation and prove 
to them that ne was by no means ready 
to g0 on the shelf. The great church 
was crowded to the uttermost limit. the 
enthusiasm was highly emotional in its 
intensity, and the grand old man of the 
Pulpit, always sensitive to tae feelings of 
his audience, was moved to play on ther 
heart strings with all the old eloquence, 
But the effort was too much for him 
and the inevitable relapse came. 

He was carried down to the south coast 
a few weeks ago in a atate of nervous ex- 
haustion that would have been danger- 
ous in a man of nalf Dr. Parker's 72 
years.

The Arenduke Ferdinand is the most 
unpopular crown prince in Europe, and 
nobody for a moment fancied that he 
would be so unselfish as to renounce the 


throne of the ancient house of Hapsburg.

Other Austrian archdukes, however, have 
done that very thing. 

Tne Archduke Charles renounced his 
claim to the throne in 1848, In that year 
of revolution, when not a throne in 
Europe seemed safe or worth tthe price of 
its gUding. the Emperor Ferdinand be- 
Came so frightened that he fied from 
vy lenna, resigned the crown, which passed 
to tne Archduke Charles, 

The latter, however, didn’t want a 
crown in his business at the time, and 
so passed it on to his. son, the present 
emperor. The throne of Austria. carries 
with it an income of $4,500,000 @ year, and 
it isn’t probable the present crown prince 
will forfeit that handsome income for 
a@ny cause whatsoever. 


I learn from Rome that the pope is in 
excellent health, despite his zgveat age— 
82 years. Leo XIII has now occupied 
the papal throne longer than any other 


‘pore since Pius IX. Of the 262 popes, 


Leo has reigned longer taan any, excent 
his predecessor, Pius IX. 

The latter was pope thirty-one years, 
While Leo this wek has been in the papal 
chair nearly twenty-five years. 

In age Leo XIII is third among popes, 


‘for St. Agathus lived to be 107 and Greg- 


‘ory IX lived to be 99. Leo XIII looks 
exceedingly frail, but mentally he is as 
young as a man of 50. 

He takeg the greatest care of his ‘nealth. 
and it is not at all improbable that he 
may live tq become a centenarian, despite 
the vast amount of work and worry of 
the papal office.

boast such ancestry as Her Royal High- 


ness Marie, wife of Prince Ferdinand. 


heir presumptive of Roumania, and «ldest 
daughter of the widowed duchess of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, who has just completed 
her twenty-seventh vear. 

The princess is one of the most beauti- 
ful women in Europe, wut unfortunately 
she has inherited the “intelligence” of 
her father, who was not one of the bright- 
est sons of the late Queen Victoria, and 
the sulky temper of her mother, who is 
the aunt of the present czar of Russia. 
Her marriage has not proved a very 
happy one. Her husband was in love 
with and on the point of marrying a 
maid of honor of the queen of Romania, 
so well known in the literary world as 
Carmen Sylva. 

The lady in question was no other than 
the beautiful and talented poetess, Helene 
Vacaresco, who has many times con- 
tributed to the columns of American 
papers.

The king of Belgium.is no Belgian; he 
is half from Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and half 
a Bourbon Orleans.

Berlin, November 15.—The son of a 
prominent court official just home from 
Ponn university on sick leave is quoted as 
reporting the German crown prince to be 
indulging in a severe attack of the blues, 
casting his eyes longingly Englandward 
and heaving sighs that can be heard all 
through the university grounds. 

It appears that the heir apparent has 
two grievances. While his imperial 
father is enjoying himself at English 
country homes—whica the crown prince 
considers the né@arest approach to para- 
dise on this earta, the melancholy youth 
ig obliged to stay in a stuffy German 
town made uproarious by the revels of 
peer drinking students. In spite of the 
kaiser’s commands that he must do ail 
that may become a German, the prince 
eannot overcome his repugnance to beer 
as it is drunk at Bonn—that is, by the 
gallon. 

The crown prince’s other grievance is 
bis exile from those fasoionable centers 
where beauty blooms. He is without 
doubt the most susceptible youth in 
Burope, royal, noble or common. Since 
the Miss Deacon affair, waich was rudely 
broken off by parental command, he has 
been without a fair object upon which to 
bestow ‘ais affections—and the hiatus is 
the longest he has endured since he was 
out of knickerbockers, 

It is said here in green room circles that 
the prince has never quite forgotten that 
other beautiful American, Miss Gefraldne 
Farrar, who won her way into a high 
place-in the royal opera, and whom the 
kaiser, in a moment of forgetfulness, 
introduced to his son upon the occasion 
of a diplomatic digner at which Miss 
Farrar gave recitations. At the kaisel’s 
request, the sensible young woman broke 
off the resulting friendship.

houses of parliament now after 
twenty-two years spent in building it. 
The structure covers an area of 
180,000 square feet and consists of 650,000 
blocks of hewn stone, 40,000,000 ‘brick and 
3,000 tons of steel. Taere are 31-2 miles 
of stair cases and over 2,000 panes of 
window glass in the building, the total 
cost of which was upward of $7,000,000. It 
is situated on the left bank of the Dan- 
ube, and in this, as in some other re- 
spects, les the mother of parilia- 
ments at Westminster. 

But although the building is magnif- 
cent as a whole, it appears that the con- 
structors have overlooked several impor- 
tant matters affecting the comfort of the 
Aegislators. The chamber of deputies is 
far too small, so that the members are 
packed together closely, and the entire 
building is so draughty that a perpetual 
breeze blows therein. There is not a 
single clock in tae whole place and the 
designers forgot to provide for its proper

iNumination. There is ohly one spittoon 
for the convenience of peas and com- 
moners, and that is so gorgeous and cost- 
ly that the national legislators hesitate 
to use ®& for its proper purpose. 

The Hungarian legislature consists of 
the chamber of magnates or peers and 
the chamber of deputies. ‘ The chamber of 
magnates is composed of the arcndukes 
of the impertal family, the bishops of the 
Roman Catholic, Greek Catholic, Greek 
Orthodox and Protestant churches, the 
Barones Regni,the hereditary peers anda 
number of life members, some nominated 
by the crown, otaers elected by the cham- 
ber itself. The tata] number of members 
is at present 392, 

The chamber of deputies consists of 412 
members elected on one of the most ex- 
clusive franchises in Europe and forty 
members delegated by the diet of the 
Hungarian crown land of Croatia. Three- 
fourths of this number are liberals and 
supporters of the present government un- 
der the premiership of Koloman de Szell, 
The magyar independents or Kossuthists 
are the principal oposition party, and 
they demand a war of tariffs against 
Austria and the establishment of a sepa- 


~~ 
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Hungarian diplomatic service as steps 
toward the complete disunion of Hungary 
from Austria. The only other party of 
importance is that of the ultramontane 
clericals, who, though insignificant in 
number, have the vast influence of tae 
Roman Catholic church bdDehind them. 
The Hungarian parliament shoyld not 
be confused with the Austrian reichs- 
rath, that most disreputatble of national 
legislatures. Tae Hungarian chamber of 
deputies is a dignified assembly in which 
there is as high @ standard of parliamen- 
tary conduct, of oratory and of debate 
as in any legislature in the world. No 
contemporary continental parliament can 
compare with it in this respect and Us 
influence makes Hungary a constitutional 
kingdom in contrast to Austria, which is 
a semi-abesolute empire. Francis Deak, 
Koloman Tisza, Desider Szilagyi and 
other Hungarian parliamentarians were 
of the caliber of Gambetta and Glad- 
stone, and the present most prominent 
members of the Hungarian nouses of par- 
liament, Count Apponyf and Koloman 
Szell, are in the foremost Tank of con- 
temporary Huropean statesmen. 
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and in this particular direction the Ber- 
lin urchin end his little sister seem to 
heartily appreciate the efforts of a pater- 
nal governmem to bring them up in the 
way they ehould go. . 


Eminem military authorities who have 
been engaged in testing the new electric 
motor on the military track at Zossen, 
pronounce the experiments to have been 
of a highly satisfactory nature.

Never before have stringent conditions 
gimilar to the present existed for so long 
a time in Germany, and even the most 
optimistic are unable to point out signs 
of improvement. Overproduction is every- 
where apparent. Prices are still sinking, 
wages are dropping, working hours are 
being reduced and workmen are being 
dismissed. Even in the great Krupp 
works at Besen the working force has 
been reduced. 

The stagnation in the fron industry of 
course reacts upon coal] mining. A con- 
stant decrease in the demand for coal 
points to a near future of privation for 
the miners. In a similar depressed state 
are the electric industry, all branches of 
the engineering trade and the cement and 
tile wotks. In the textile industry, things 
are no more hopeful, ordcrs being s0 
scarce that hundreds of looms are silent 
throughout Thuringia and Saxon Vogt- 
landt. 

It is true that the great steel works 
will soon receive orders from the govern-

Last week 
there were 200,000 tons of grain hopelessly 
sidetracked at’ Kieff. The grain trade in 
the majority of the leading exporting 
centers in south Russia is suffering most 
severely. The situation is equally bad 
respecting fruits and other perishable 
freight. 

The most unfortunate feature of the 
government laxity in railway manage- 
ment is that most of this loss will fall on 
the poor peasant. Such a situation would 
not be tolerated for a week in America, 
nor in Germany. 


We hear from Paris that the king of 
Portugal, since he entered France late- 
ly, entertains a very poor opinion of re- 
publican institutions. This is interesting 


to Germans, because when his majesty 
was here seven years ago he manifested 
the keenest pleasure witan the reception 
accorded him. , 

If Don Carlos should come this way 
again he will find Germans more rétady 
than ever to kiss his hand in greeting, 
now that French republicans have shown 
their disdain of suca forms. It is argued 
that even the handshake of the French 
must have been clammy to merit the 
resentment of so amiable a monarch.

The machine is suited for 
plain work, suchas walls, sheds, mills, 
factories, rows of cottages, piers of 
bridges, etc. Considerable pressure is 
put on the bricks, and it Is claimed that 
the work ig more firmly done than by 
hand. The invention will do the work of 


‘| six or seven skilled bricklayers, and it is 


believed that a machine adapted to build 
a factory covering about 60 by 4 feet 
could be put on the market for $500. The 
apparatus can be readily worked after 
a fortnight’s instruction.” 


New Material For Plastic Art. 


Consul J. C. Freeman sends the fol- 
lowing from Copenhagen: 

* *Terralit’ is the name given to a new 
material for plastic art which has re- 
cently come into use in Denmark. The 
inventor is Mr: Ivar Hfjort, of Copen- 
hagen, who has experimented with it 
for the past two years. It is producei 
by a chemical process, which for the 
present is of course not made public. A 
peculiarity of terralit {is that it gives 
the same color and appearance.as the 
origina) which it is sought to represent, 
whether the original be copper, marble. 
bronze, antique bronze, porcelain or 
ceramic ware. An exhibit has recently 
been opened in Copehagen of forty or 
fifty of the most celebrated ancient and 
modern busts, statuettes and animal 
figures made of this material The 
representations of the bronzes are par- 
ticularly successful.”

Sunflower Oi] Industry in the 
Caucasus. 
The Nachrichten fur Handel und In- 
dustrie, Berlin, June 20, 1902, says: * 
“The cultivation of the sunflower plant 
has been extensively adopted by the 
peasantry and farmers in the district of 
Novorossisk within the past three or 


| four years. The manufacture of oil cake 


out of the seeds of this plant is very 
remunerative, and the industry is rapid- 
ly increasing in proportions. The sale of 
the oll cake alone, it is claimed, covers 
all the working expenditure of the oil 
mills. The stalks of the plant are used 
as fuel for running the machinery, and 
from the ashes which remain % to 
per cent of potash is obtained.” 


Alcohol for Fire Engines in Hanover. 

Consul General Richard Guenther 
writes from Frankfort: 

“The use of alcohol for technical pur- 
poses is being extended. The chief of the 
fire department at Hanover has con- 
structed an aicohol firing apparatus, in 
conection with an automobile fire en- 
gine, which is said to be satisfactory. 
The fire department of thie c:try had 
been using the first automobile fire en- 
gine in Germany, which does away with 
the disadvantages of smoke and noise 
during the trip, and it proposes to pro- 
cure another alcohol automobile engine.”’

With its mercy covering all 
his.sins he feared not sheriffs, juries, 
judges or jails!

Christ, confessing their sins, have ob- 
tained the clemency of God, “who is 
faithful and just to forgive their sins,” 
may walk the world with confidenc:;, 
live godly, temperately and ‘soberly, 
end go hence to the grand assize of 
eternal verdicts, clothed in the mercy 
that rejoiceth against judgment! 


School and Ghurch Exemption. 

In another column we print a strong 
letter from Bishop Warren A. Candler 
on the subject of school and church 
tax exemptions in this state. The let- 
ter deserves a therough study by ev- 
ery member of the general assembly 
who is yet open to an argument of 
facts and public responsibility. 

This question is up in Georgia for 
settlement. It is the smoke of a fire 
that will not be concealed or quenth- 
ed. Those who have put on their har- 
ness in this battle for the equities 
which are involved in Ahe issue will 
not lay it off until they have won the 
battle or been put down by the only 
tribunal whose decision they will ac- 
cept as final—the voted judgment of 
the people oi Georgia. 

As we have said before, a mere leg- 
islative refusal of this bill to sub- 
mit the issue to the people will only 
lead to other methods of agitation and 
possibly to appeals that will be pros- 
ecuted to the peril of other interests 
in our campaigns. The easy and the 
righteous way to dispose of it is to 
remit it to the people in the form of 
a constitutional amendment. Then it 
will stand or fall upon its merits, and 
those who oppose these exemptions 
for any teason may freely appeal to 
the people to determine between their 
arguments and the merits of the 
amendment. 

This is too large a question to be 
safely trifled with. It interests every 
man who has a substantial knowledge 
of and interest in educational and re- 
ligious progress in Georgia. We are 
ir no eondition, in comparison wita 
the status of education and moral en- 
terprises throughout the nation, t» 
halt and hamper either of these great 
agencies of civilization in our common- 
wealth—and for no other reason than 
tc eke a few sparable dollars from the 
treasuries of the schools and churches 
in the form of taxes. 

The Constitution trusts that this im- 
portant matter will be dealt with 
anew in the general assembly and with 
the calmness and patriotism that it 
demands.

» Chicago, November 14.—(Specigl Corre- 
gondence.)—Now it is the sehool chil- 
qren's strike. We have had strikes by 
| pranch of labor and {t is only nat- 
gral that the caildren of Chicago, having 
gitnessed the contests of their fathers, 
gould resort to the strike when things 
gia not go to suit them. 

The strike fever which broke out in 
ene of tae largest public schools of this 
city west week, became virulent in two 
days and threatened to become epidemic, 
Only the firm stand of a principal pre- 
‘yented what might have developed into a 
yery serious condition. The trouble began 
gith the transfer of a favorite teacher 
gnd was aggravated when the superin- 

ent or some other official sent in the 
Ipace of tae deposed teacher a colored 
woman, a very capable teacher, it is ad- 
mitted, but not the person to send into 
the school at the critical juncture in its 
affairs. Perhaps some of the parents 
who are strong union laborites may have 
suggested it, but the result was a regu- 


jation etrike. 
Pickets Are Established.

“Cap’n” Streeter an Actor.

verns in this country own and control 
numerous coal fields. In this way they 
are guarding their factories against any 
possible exhaustion of the world's coal 
supply. 

Speaking about this feature of the iIn- 
dustria] work. J. D. Layng, of the West 
Shore railroad, said yesterday: 

“I know of one great manufacturing 
concern that is secure, so far ag its coal 
supply is concerned, for a hundred years, 
at least. This concern has bought about 
a thousand acres of coal land on which 
taere are three great veins, and assuming 
that its consumption of coal continues 
at the same rate as at present, there is 
enough in these veing to keep the work 
going more than a century, even assum- 
ing that the consumption is increased 
gradually.” 

In regard to the soft coal smoke 
nuisance, Mr, Layng, who is an authority 
on fuels, said: 

“Thia concern of which I speak, al- 
though its coa] ig softer than any of the 
soft coal that has made New York so 
smoky of late, produces no smoke in ite 
works; in fact, it burns no coal in its 
smelters. Its method is to distill the coal 
and make gas from it and burn the gas 
in the smelters. Its chimneys produce as 
little smoke as those leading from fur- 
naces which burn the hardest anthracite. 

“It would not be possible, perhaps, for 
each manufaciuring concern in New 
York to make its coal into gas, because 
room is required for gas converters, but it 
is quite possible for a large proportion of 
the manufacturers in tais‘ country, who 
waste their fuel by half consuming ‘it 
and pollute the air with the resulting 
smoke, to adopt the distillation process 
and burn gag in their furnaces without 
producing any smoke at all. 

“There is no reason whatever why the 
soft coal in uee recently in New York 
and continually in the middle western 
cities should not be so handled as to leave 
the atmosphere as unpolluted as the at- 
mosphere of Berlin. or Paris. There is 
practically no hard coal burned in either 
of these cities, and yet their atmosphere 
averages as fnee of smoke as the atmos- 
phere of New York when not a pound of 
soft coal is being burned within its boun- 
daries. 

“Furthermore, such things as smoke 
consumers are unheard of and unthought 
of in these European cities. The name, 
‘smoke consumers,’ is' an absurdity, any 
way. It is impossible to consume smoke 
after tt has once been produced. You 
must Make your fire so hot that the coal 
is all consumed immediately after it be- 
comes ignited. That is entirely easy, 
once you know how, and it is not at all 
difficult to learn. 

“I think I am quite safe in saying that 
thick, black smoke could be banished 
throughout the United States in a very 
few months if the proprietors of manu- 
factories and otherestablishments burn- 
ing soft coal were to insist upon their 
stokers learning how to tend their fires. 
All that is needed is a properly built and 
large enough furnace, and the extra size 
required is not sufficient to make that an 
inconvenience even, except in very re- 
stricted areas. Even then the difficulty 
could be overcome without much trou- 
ble.”’ 


It ig not geenrally”~ known that General 
Miles, who before long will retire from 
the head of the army into private life, 
was ever wounded in battle.

With characteristic kindness the 
general replied in person, and, climbing 
into the cab, began to ask eager ques- 
tions about the Cuban campaign. The 
conversation then turned ou the sensa- 
tions cne experiences from the impact of 
a bullet. Thé wounded man said that 
very little pain accompanied a wound 
from a Mauser. 

“Well, it was not so with the old iarge 
caliber builets,” sia@ General Miles. 

The man did not know that he had ever 
been shot, and told him so. He laughed 
ana said: 

“Oh, yes. I got it once.”’ 

Then he took the other's closed fist and 
shoved it into a great hole in his left side. 

General Miles may have his vanities, 
but he very rarely says anything about 
the “réd badge of courage” which he 
won while Indian fighting. Not one in 
one hundred of the people who read about 
him almost daily in the newspapers 
know that he ever shed a drop of blood 
in the service of his country. 


A thing that I have never seen men- 
tioned in print is Admiral Dewey’s great 
personal strength. While extraor4ina- 
rily hale and hearty in appearance, he 
has never been credited with extraordi- 
nary t.uscle.

Producers of alcohol in France are dis- 
turbed because of a new invention for 
making alcohol synthetically by means 
of acetylene. The Society of Agricul- 
ture of the Nord declares that this will 
ruin the distillation of roots, grains and 
fruits, and recommends that a tariff of 
$9.65 per 220.46 pounds be placed on the 
carburets from foreign countries used in 
the marufacture of acetylene. 


AT LAST A HARDY ORANGR. 

After several years of experimentation 
the agricultural department announces 
that it has at last produced an orange 
tree which will resist the frost and can 
be grown 200 miles further north than 
the present orange limit. The new va- 
riety is made by crossing the Japanese 
trifoliate, an ornamental tree, and the 
ccmmon varieties, successively, until a 
hardy tree is produced. 


BRITISH AERONAUT’S TRIP.y 

The Rev. J. M. Bacon, English aero- 
naut, accompanied by naval and. mili- 
tary officers, ascended in a bailoon from 
Douglas. Isle of Man, last Sunday, and 
descended in Dunfriesshire, tland, on 
Monday morning.

The daily average pumpage has gone

The increase in the demand is al- 
most. three times that of seven years 
ago. It is now up to every good Atlantan 
to correct these present existing condl- 
tions. 

But the situation Is far more grave than 
even the statistics prove. The present 
reservoir has* but a ten days’ capacity. 
Both pumps are kept going, almost con- 
tinually night and day. In the event of 
an accident to either engine the pressure 
on both engines would be instantly re- 
leased. Such an accident might easily 
result in nothing short of a calamity, 
for the engines might run away and de- 
stroy themselves before the steam pres- 
sure could be shut off. As the present 
reservoir contains only a ten days’ sup- 
ple, and as it would be quite impossible 
to repair so serious. an accident within 
that time, a water famine would be in- 
evitable, which in turn would cause a loss 
that could not be estimated.

That ner 
present growth will continue no one 
doubts. That this growth must be pro- 
vided for in furnishing the most im- 
portant requisite for metropolitan expan- 
sion cannot be overlooked. 

The present reservoir has a capacity of 
176,000,000 gallons of water. The proposed 
reservoir will have a capacity of 250,000,- 
m0 gallons, thus more than doubling the 
city’s water facilities and giving a sur- 
plus that will be sufficient to outlast any 
famine that might .occur as a result of 
accidents to machinery. The new reser- 
voir will be located near the present one 
and the city already owns options on the 


necessary property. 

The accompanying map will put the 
reader of The Constitution in immediate 
touch with the location of both the pres- 
ent and proposed reservoirs. The in- 
terviews which follow are from men in 
a position to speak with authority ‘on 
such matters. What these men, have to 
gay covers the galient points of this ali- 
important question. 

Park Woodward Talks. 

Superintendent Park. Woodward has this 
to say: 

“The question of securing ‘an adequate 
and healthful supply of water for large 
cities is now agitating the public mind 
throughout the country. How to solve 
the difficulty is the question of the day. 
Those cities which are not confronted 
with this problem are exceedingly fortu- 
nate; Atlanta is one of them. We have a 
source, near the city, from which an 
abundant supply of water is to be had. 
The Chattahoochee river, from which we 
take «ur supply, will furnish us wate 
for many yéars to come. The sugges- 
tion of. getting our water from an~ other 
source is mere idle talk. It is a very at- 
tractive idea, and most delightful to con- 
template, the city being supplied with 
pure mountain sprine water from some 
80 to 100 miles from here; but the idea, 
while inviting, is absu-d. 

“Atlante could. not now, nor will she 
ever be, in a financial condition strong 
enough to consider an undertaking of 
such magnitude. It would cost millions 
of dollars. If the city was clear of debt, 
a bond issue of three times the amount 
she could issued under the constitution 
would. not pay the cost of such an un- 
dertaking; and the maintenance of such 
a system would be immense. We might 
as well settle down to the plain fact that 
the old Chattahoochee will have to be re- 
lied upon; but water in the river is not 
water in the city. The city should pro- 
‘Vide means for taking a sufficient amount 
from the ~iver to meet all requirements. 
The policy of providing for the present 
only, without considering the probable 
future demands on the system, is ex- 
tremely unwise, in my opinion. The work 
of making the necessary improvements 
to put our water system in a good con- 
dition cannot be done in a few months. 
It will take at least two years to ac- 
complish this. Should we wait for anothe: 
two years and then take the matter up, 
when the actua] necessity is upon us; 
the city wil be in a very serious condi- 
tion from a scarcity of water. 

“The necessity for another and larger 
reservoir is imperative. The present res- 
ervoir hag a capacity of about ten days’ 
supply of water to the city, and should 
an accident occur to our, river pump- 
ing station which would require the stop- 
ping of those pumps for ten or more 


es the city would be without water. 
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day whenever the water is in condition 
to pump, and it is as much as they can 
do to keep the present reservoir. supplied; 
sometimes wé have ta pump very muddy 
water as it is; Thedaily average pump- 
has gone from 4,541,358 


which is an increase of 
| 7,325,287 gallons per day. This is based 
upon the average pumpage for the month 
of October, which was 367,865,996 gallons. 
Many days during the month the average 
pum page far exceeded that. 

“In estimating for a water supply the 
maximum demand of the city should be 
considered, and not the average. 

“In estimating the amount of water 
necessary to pump from the river into 
the reservior, we would have to allow 
for evaporation from the surface of the 
reservior of 21 acres; also leakage or seap- 
age from the reservoir, and for water 
used in washing filters and for three con- 
densers at No. 2 station, in addition to 
that pumped into the city. These various 
items, other than taat pumped into the 
city, average about 1,000,000 gallons per 
day. We are forced to run both pumps 
nearly al} the time and at full speed to do 
the service. This is dangerous: for should 
our big main rupture, or a pipe break, or 
an elbow blow off, while both’ engines 
were running at full speed, and thereby 
instantly release all pressure on both en- 
gines, the result migat be disastrous. For 
in an event of that Kind engines are lia- 
ble to run away and tear themselves to 
pieces before the steam can be shut off 
from them. Should an accident of this 
kind happen at our river pumping sta- 
tion and both engines disabled, we could 
not possibly have built and put in operu- 
tion another pump in less toan twelve 
months. We are fortunate in having a 
competent and careful man in charge of 
this station, and the chances of an acci- 
dent of this kind is always provided 
against as much as possibie, still the 
chance is there, and we snould always 
be on the safe side by being provided 
with sufficient machinery to do the work 
in a satisfactory manner, without taxing

“The rapid increase in the consumption 
of water in the city in the past few years 
is @ sufficient evidence to my mind to in- 
dicate a proportionate increase in the 
future. The city is growing rapidly; con-

With the two reservoirs, we would then 
be able to give the water time to settle 
befare it comes to the fitters, and there- 
by decrease the use of coagulants. 

“Should a new and larger reservior be 
bullt and another ahd. larger pump be 
put in at the river etation, it wil} then 
become necessary to lay an additional #- 
inch main; for it will be impossible for 
the present 30-inch main to carry and 
deliver the necessary amount of water 
to supply both reservoirs. considering the 
amount pumped into the city and that 
provided for as already indicated. 

“The cost of these improvements will 
be approximately 4§00,000, including the 
cost of enlarging our filter plant, which 
is aboslutely necessary. 

“Only about one-third of our city is 
supplied witan water, and it will be neces- 
eary to lay additiona] distributing mains 
te give relief to the people. With these 
additions to the system, and the laying 
of these mains each year in localities 
where water is needed, the system will 
be jn good condition for probably ten or 
more years, provided increase in the con- 
sumption of water coatinues at the same 
rate as it has for tae past seven years. 

“It is impossible for any one to predict 
what Atlanta will be in the next ten 
years, and we can only take past expe- 
rience ag a guide for future demands, 

‘The cash income from the water works 
in “isc was about $72,000; the cash income 
for 1902 will be about 1960,00; more than 
doubled itself in seven years. Should 
this increase continue at the same rate 
for tae next ten years. what will the in- 
come be then? The public service of 
the water works would, if paid for, 
amoumt to more than the cash income, 
and if the system was owned by a pri- 
vate party and all water for public ser- 
vice paid for, as is in other cities for 
like service, the income would be about 
$330,000; and this is at the very low rate 
une city caargea for water. 

“The gaving to the tax payers of Atlan- 
ta this year, by reason of the city owning 
its own water works plant, will amount 
to at least $175,000. 

“It will be a serious mistake to ever 
let this magnificent piece of property pass 
out of the hands of the city tor a lack 
of necessary means to put it in cohdi- 
tion to meet the demands made upon It 
by the public.’ Kf 


Judge Hillyer’s Views. 

Judge George Hillyer, when interviewed 
by The Constitution reporter, said: ‘‘Be- 
ginning six years ago the water depart- 
ment foresaw that a new additional res- 
ervoir was necessitated by the rapid 
growth of the city. In September, 190, 
we sent into the city council a very spe- 
clal and urgent recommendation to this 
effect. We sent in another special recom- 
mendation for a new reservoir, together 
with other improvements and extensions 
in the water system during the past sum- 
mer. 

“The whole subject as to a new reser- 
voir is covered and set out as well as I 
can express it by what is contained in 
the president’s annual report from the 
water department made to the mayor and 
general council in January last, a copy 
of which TI herewith hand you.” 

This report is as follows: 

“The board of water commissioners at 
their last meeting, by a formal vote, re- 
quested me to kay before the mayor and 
council the very urgent need of a new 
duplicate reservoir for: increased storage 
capacity, better sedimentation and in- 
ereased safety of the city. 

“The city has already outgrown the 
present reservoir. We have for years 
recommended a new one. What a pity 
that the call was not heeded. We fore- 
saw the coming dlfficulty and gave the 
city warning of it. Had the work been 
begun four years ago, a comparatively 
small expense incurred each year, a dupli- 
cate reservoir would now have been very 
nearly or quite finished. When the new 
works were erected—say nine years ago— 
the reservoir then constructed held from 
thirty to forty days’ supply. We had 
been pumping only about 2,500,000 gallons 
per day. We are now pumping nearly 
7,000,000 gallons per day on an average. 
If by a freshet or a fire or explosion or 
some unforeseen accident to the river 
plant it should be totally disabled the 
city would probably be totally without 
water for many days before repairs could 
be made. Atlanta is not Ifike other cities 
we could name, situated In a valley on 
the bank of a stream, where people can 
haul water if necessary for a few days 
urtil the crisis has passed. Atlanta is on 
a mountain. The water flowing anywhere 
around it in any of the streams short of 
the Chattahoochee river, north of the 
mouth of Peachtree creek, is contami- 
nated. We have filled up most of our 
wells because they were dangerous and 
unfit for use. A population of 100.000 peo- 
ple are dependent on our water works 
every day. In case of a break in the pub- 
lic water supply of Atlanta, lasting a week 
or less, probably half our population 
would have to move, even if many of 
them had to walk away, and stay away 
until the pumps could be started again. 


Surveys Already Made. 

“An empty reservoir wou... ve an un- 
speakable evil. It is a preventable evil. 
The board of water commissioners quits 
itself of responsibility in the matter when 
ft again plainly polnts out the danger, 
gives the city government warning whiist 
there is yet time to avert it, and asks 
from the authority holding the purse 
strings for the means before it is too late 
t» avert such a calamity. We have had 
surveys made and are prepared to state 
that there are several localities in which 
a duplicate reservoir could be placed hoid- 
ing. 250,000,000 or more gallons, on a level, 
or approximate level, with the present 
reservoir, and when added to the present 
capacity would make the city safe. The 
work need not all be done in one year. 
The principal structure would be in 
earthen embankments; and such work 
succeedg best when built slowly. Twenty 
o~ thirty thousand dollars should be spent 
on this work in 1902.:’

The Censor’s action in refusing a licenge 
to Laurence Housman's Nativity play has 
cansed disgust but no surprise. The rules 
of the lord chancellor’s office, of which 
the examiner of plays is a member, pre- 


scribe that no piece founded on or adapted 


from scripture shall be produced in pub- 
lic. “From this rule,’’ writes Mr. Red.- 
ford, the censor, “I have no power to

self that I am glad to be relieved of the 
; difficult and delicate duty of deciding on 


the fitness of treatment in each particu- 
lar case.” 

Which means that Mr. Housman’s play 
—probably a fine piece of work—must be 
produced in some out-of-the-way hall to 
which only “subscribers” at $5 a head 
ean be admitted. In other avords the ef- 
fect of the censor’s prohibition will be 
that a few people instead of a good many 
will see the. play. , This business of re- 
fusing licenses to such works as Maeter- 
linck's “Monna Vanna” and issuing them 
freely to plays containing questionable 
situations, of which there have been sev. 
eral in London lately, has g°ne so far 
that people are beginning to ask who 
made ‘“‘the fool of an act,” as the mikado 
would call it.

New York, November 15.—(Special.)-— 
While on the surface the National ana 
American Leagues are still at war and 
President. Ban Johnacn, of the iatter or- 
genization, continues to threaten an inva- 
ston of New York city; the fact remains 
that there is an undercurrent of senti- 
ment in the two leagues tending toward 
a settlement of their differences and the 
reertablishment of a mvunopoly of the 
sport, sach ag existed up to within two 
years ago. While no gatteard signs of 
peacemaking have been shown, still it can 
be safely said that the more conservative 
club owners in the two leagues’ have 
come to the conclusion that future war- 


fore, a plan has been informally dis- 
cusssd which, if put into effect, will re- 
sult in the amalgamation of the two 
leagues, the reestablishment of a twelve- 
ciub circuit, the elimination of numerous 
dead cards in the game and a compa:t 
with the minor leagues already banded 
tcgether for the absolute government of 
the game and a general reduction of 
players’ salaries. 

The way the baseball situation stands 
today shcws that the American League 
has gained the upper hand wiihout ques- 
tion in Boston and Philadelphia. Na- 
tional League men admit this without 
hesitation. The competition in Chicago 
and St. Louls is practically an even 
break. In Chicega. althorch the Am-ri- 
ran League team has won two champiou- 
ships and was a factor in this vears 
race up to the last two weeks, the Na- 
tionai League team has ali along held an 
advantage in the supericr location of its 
grcinds..

sists of James E. Sullivan, New York, 
chairman; Walter Liginer, Milwaukee; 
Bartow 8S. Weeks, New York; Harry Mc- 
Millan. Philadelphia, and Thomas F’. Reil- 
ly. of Boston. They have completed their 
report and notwithstanding the fact that 
experts the year in and year out are of 
the opinion that human beings* have 
reached their top speed. evidences are at 
hand that there is appareptly no definite 
way of arriving at the conclusion that the 
present marvelous records will not be 
eclipsed. When several American runners 
were créditei with ten seconds for 10 
yards it was believed that ten seconds 
would be the limit; then came 9 45, and 
many believed tnat that would stand. But 
the record tables arranged for this year 
show that on May. 31, of this year, Ar- 
thur Duffy, the famous world’s cham- 
pion, succeeded in running 100 yards in 
9 3-5 seconds. When questioned about it, 
Chairman Suliivan said: 

“The record will most assuredly be al- 
lewed. for in all my experience In connec- 
tion with athletics there was never & 
record that was as accurate as the one 
made by Duffy. Every safeguard was 
thrown around to insure its accuracy. 
For the first time in the history of Amer- 
fean spots weather clerks were appoint- 
ed, who stood at the side of the track 
with limp handkerchiefs in their hands 
to show conclusively whether the wind 
blew or not, and the two clerks made & 
favorable report. The track measured 1 
inch over the 100 mark, and the time 
was taken hy three of America’s foremost 
timekeepers, The performance of Duffy 
was really the only sensational perform- 
ance of the year. The following is the 
record committee’s complete reports of 
records made during the year:

Funeral Will Be Conducted by Ma- 
sons, of Which Order He Was 
Prominent Member—Scar- 
let Fever Scare Is 
Unfounded. 


Americus. Ga., November 15.—(pecial.)— 
Colone] Robert L. Oliver, one of the old- 
est and best known citizens of Amerious, 
and for four yedrs United States consul 
at Merida, Yucatan, under Cleveland's 
‘administration, died nere this afternoon. 

Colonel Oliver was stricken last Sun- 
day and never regained consciousness 
thereafter. He was a native of Savannah, 
but for half a century a Trésident of 
Americus. He was a confederate soldier, 
prominent as a Mason and the funeral 
tomorrow will be conducted with Masonic 
honors.

Important Resolution Provides fr 
Book Commission, 


A Bill To Provide for Judgment 
Against Criminals for Property 
Stolen — Many Important 


Measures Appeared in 
House Yesterday. 


~~ 


An important and interesting resolu- 
tion was introduced in tho house yester- 
day by Messrs. West, of Lowndes, and 
Mitchell, of Thomas. This resolution 
provides for the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the matter of in- 
troducing uniform text-books into the 
common schools of Georgia. 

The resolution recites that the ques- 
tion of school books is being widely 
discussed and measures regarding the 
subject have been introduced at the 
present seseion. Wide differences of opin- 
fon exist as to whether or not a uni- 
form system of text-books should be 
adopted. The question is one, the resolu- 
tion declares, which demands deliberate 
and careful action. Many states have 
adopted the «uniformity -syetem, it td 
Stated, and reports are to the effect 
that the books are cheaper and better 
results are obtained. The county con- 
tracts for books made for a period of 
five years Will poon expire, and one 
purpose of the resolution is to prevent 
the making of new contracts until the 
uniformity system can be investigated. 

To carry out its purposes the resolu- 
tion provides for the appointment of a 
commission of five, of which the state 
school commissioner shal be chairman, 
and the other members shal be four able 
and prominent educators of the state. 
The four members to be named shall re- 
ceive $4 a day for their services for a 
period no longer than thirty days, while 
the school commissioner shall receive no 
remuneration for this work. The com- 
mission shall be called together by the 
state school commissioner not later than 
January 80, 1908, and it shall gather al! 
available information on the subject and 
report ‘to the governor at least thirty 
days before the next session of the gen- 
eral assembfy. In the meantime it Is 
provided that fhe various counties of 
the state shall not enter into new con- 
tracts for books prior to January 1, 
1904. The resolution was referred to the 
committee on education. 


Judgment Against Criminals. 
Mr. Dozier, of Troup, introduced an 
interesting measure in the house provid- 
ing that judgment shall be rendered 
against all parties convicted of larceny, 
embezziement, cheating and swindling 
ami like crimes for the amount of the 
property stolen or fraudulently obtained. 
The bill provides that the value of the 
property so0 stolen shall be included in 
the fine againet the defendant or he 
shall be required to work it out as a 
part of his séntence. After this is done 


J it is provided that a warrant for the 


value of the property ehall be drawn 
on the county treasury in favor of the 
party from whom the property was stolen 
in case such property is not returned 
to him. 

Another interesting measure was by 
Mr. Ayres, of Polk, which provides for 
the trial of felony cases in the oity 
courts of Atlanta and Savannah and 
other like courts in the state, excépt 
where the defendant is Hable to the 
death penalty. This requires an amend- 
ment to the constitution and was‘ fre- 
ferred to the committee having charge of 
such measures. 

Mr. Peyton, of Habersham, wants to 
better equalize the work of judges of 
superior courts in the state. He intro- 
duced a bill yesterday providing for the 
formation of the circuits of the state 
into divisions of three or more circuits 
each, and requiring the judges to rotate 
in the circuits within their respective 
divisions. 

A bill to provide for a state health 
officer at a salary of $2,000 a year, of 
which Mr. Whitley, of Douglas, is the 
author, made its appearance in the 
house. It provides that $3,000 shall be 
appropriated amnually for the expenses 
of the health department, and that the 
health officer, who shal be appointed 
by the governor, shall hold office for a 
term of four years. Similar legislation 
has been pro ore former generai 


assemblies. 
Two Resolutions Lost. 


The house, by a vote of 77 to 25, killed 
the resolution by Mr. Preston, of Jasper, 
provfiing that 175 copies of each general 
bill favorably reported by committees be 
printed for the use of members of the 
house. Speaker Morris ruled that this 
resolution did not contemplate a change 
in the rutes and that action could be 
taken by a majority vote. 

On motion of Mr. Felder, of Bibb, au- 
thor of the resolution providing that Mr. 
Carrington, of Madison, should be placed 
on the committee on education, the house 
agreed to the unfavorable report of the 
committee on rules, and the resolution 
was lost. 

The house adopted the resolution hy 
Mr. Kelly, of Glascock, making his Aus- 
tralian ballot bill the special order for 
next Wednesday morning immediately af- 
ter the reading of the journal. It is pro- 
vided, however, that it shall not interfere 
with the general appropriations bill or 
the general tax act. 

A resolution by Mr. Blackburn, of Ful- 
ton, to make his bill providing for a 
police patrol in each militia district of 
the state the special order for Thursday 
morning after the confirmation of the 
journal was referred to the committee on 
rules. 

The house passed two bills by Mr. 
Dunbar, of Richmond, one to authorize 
the town of Summerville in Richmond 
county to issue $%,W0 of bonds for build- 
ing sewers and a water works _ 
and the other to authorize the me 
town to purchase land for the purpose 
of establishing a cemetery.

ASKS FOR SPECIFIC GROUNDS 


Dr. Crum, the: Colored Candidate for 
Collector, Appears To Be the 
Choice of Roosevelt—He Is 
Supposed To Control 
His State Party. 


Charleston, 8S. C., November 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mayor Smyth and other leading 
citizens of Charleston, who lodged com- 
plaint with President Roosevelt against 
the appointment of Dr, W. D. Crum, col- 
ored, as collector of customs, have been 
requested to specify the grounds on whica 
the complaints are’ made. 

It was said today that the answer of 
citizens stated that Crum was a negro, 
was not identified with the business and 
commercial interests of the port, -and that 
because of his color fe “would be obnox- 
ious to the. community. 

Just what effect this wil] have is prob- 
lematic.. President. Roosevelt has prac- 
tically put himself on’ record as favoring 
Dr. Crum, and he h&sg intimated that the 
question of his color will not enter into 
the matter. 

While much bitter talk has been heard, 
there is no indication that the appoint- 
ment will be vigorous)y opposed by mass 
meetings or other public demonstrations, 
Crum ig backed by one of the leading favc- 
tions in the state republican organiza- 
tion. Tae newspapers of the city have 
attacked the appointment. 

The main reason that Crum’s appoint- 
ment has been favored by the president 
is due to the fact that he is supposed to 
control the South Carolina vote in the re- 
publican nominating convention. In tne 
event of his defeat, the state vote will 
not be cast for President Roosevelt, and 
the administration, which has this in 
mind. is merely playing a game of poli- 
tics. 

The attempt to build up a white repub- 
lican organization hag been a signal fail- 
ure. District Attorney Capers, who was 
looked upon as ‘tae political dictator, has 
been charged with pernicious activity and 
he wag given an examination before a 
civij service commission last week. From 
the failure of the white movement, it ap- 
pears that the oid line republicans will 
be recognized, and Crum naturally stands 
jn the front rank.

USUAL APPROPRIATIONS 


TO BE SCALED 


Talk of Cutting Down Pension Appropriation and 
Other Important Items-=Political. News and 
Gossip from the State House. 


HERE is no dovbdt that the legisla- 

| ture will have to fix the tax rate as 

high as it was last year, and it will 

be fortunate if it snould not be found 

necessary to go even above that figure. 

The figure fixed last year was 5.44 mills, 

or $5.44 on $1,000, that being the maximum. 

The tax commission, however, fixed the 
rate for 1902 at 5.30 mills. 

The work of the appropriations commit. 
tee of the house has progressed far 
enougn to indicate, as was stated in The 
Constitution yesterday, that it will be 
necessary to fix the maximum rate at 
5.44, the same as before, without making 
a single additional appropriation. 

“It looks now,” said a prominent mem- 
ber of the appropriations committee yes- 
terday, “as if it will be necessary to scale 
slightly some of the regular appropria- 
tions in order to keep the tax rate down 
to that limit. It hase already been prac- 
tically agreed, as %ou stated in The Con- 
stitution yesterda® taough no definite ac- 
tion has been taken, to disapprove prac- 
tically all of toe spectal appropriations 
that have been asked for state institu- 
tions, and they will be fortunate under 
the ciroumstances in getting the same as 
they did last year. I understand that the 
governor will not approve any of these 
special apropriations, and the committee 
is practically agreed that it cannot rec- 
ommend them. 

“But even leaving out the specia} ap- | 
propriations it is going to be a difficuit 
matter to make tae same old tax rate and 
the necessary expense of the state bal- 
ance. There ig already some talk of scal- 
ing the pension appropriation, and I find 
@ strong sentiment in the house fm favor 
of it. The pension department asks this 
year for $830,000, or $58,000 more than last © 
year. The chances are this will be re- 
duced several thousand dollars. Tae com- 
mittee thinks this can be done for one 
reason on account of deaths among the 
invalid pensioners. The public school 
fund wil) have to be the same as it was 
last year, but it is not likely that the 
state lunatic asylum will get all it asks 
for. The asylum wants an increase of 
$50,000 for maintenance this year, and tae 
committee has about reached an under- 
standing that this must be cut to. $30,0u0, 
giving the asylum a total of $320,000. The 
achool for the deaf at Cave Spring will get 
a new building and the speciaj appro- 
priations will just about stop there. 

“The committee on appropriations ig in 
almost daily conference with tae gov- 
ernor, it being desired to frame a bili! 
which there will be no doubt of bis ap- 
proving.’’ 


‘‘Best Man for the Place.” 

Bag the foregong title The New- 

man Herald and Advertiser has the 
following: 
“Hon. J. 8. Turner, member of the state 
prison commission, has announced that 
he will not be a candidate for reelection 
when hig present term expires, two years 
hence. In view of this announcement, 
and while mindful that the election is yet 
a good way off, we do not deem it prema- 
ture to suggest.that, at the proper time, 
the friends of Hon. Hewlett A. Hall 
may put him forward as a candidate to 
succted Judge Turner. It was Mr. Hall 
who introduced and championed to a 
triumphant passage the measure which 
resulted fm the reorganization of our 
state pehitentiary system, and as a fur- 
ther result of which there hus been 
turned into tie treasury within the past 
five years about $175,000 more than would 
have been received from the hire of con- 
victs under the old contract. Mr. Hail 
would have been appointed on the com- 
mission when the present law went into 
effect had he not been disqualified—being 
at that time a member of the legislature 
~and he has been urged repeatedly since 
to allow the use of his name as a candi- 
date for this office. Influenced by con- 
siderations of regard for the gentlemen 
constituting the board, however, who 
were asking an indorsement of their 
administration, he refused all importuni- 
tles to enter the contest. We cannot 
speak positively on the subject of Mr. 
Hall's suggested candidacy two years 
hence. Indeed, we are not sure that he 
desires a place on the prison commis- 
sion; but we have mo hesitancy in chanc- 
ing the prediction that he can get the 
office if he wants it.”’ 


Come Within the Law. 
TTORNDBY GENERAL JOHN Cc 
HART rendered an opinion yesterday, 

on the request of Governor Terrell, which 
will be of interest to county solicitors 
and candidates for such positions all over 
the state.

their representatives. 

As has been. published in The Consti- 
tution, the ways and means committee 
proposes to increase the tax on cigarettes 
from $10 a year to $25, and to require 
the payment of this tax wherever a 
dealer in tobacco even keeps cigarette 
papers around his place of business for 
the benefit of his customers. The hear- 
ing will be held some time next week 
and there is considerable interest in the 
result, 


Conference on Military Bill. 
HERE will be a conference tomorrow 
on the military bill which it.is pro- 

posed to introduce in the legislature. The 
conference will be between Governor Ter- 
rell, Attorney General Hart and Colonel 
Usher Thomason, chairman of the com- 
mittee from the advisory board, by which 
the bill was prepared, 

This bill contemplates the revision of 
the military laws of the state and pro- 
poses many interesting changes, it is un- 
derstood. It was recently submitted to 
Governor Terreil by the advisory board, 
and the governor, not agreeing with some 
of the proposed provisions, submitted it 
to Attorney General Hart for examina- 
tion and report. The attorney general, as 
well as the governor, thinks some of the 
proposed provisions are not advieable, 
hence the conference is called to consider 
the matter. It ts likely the objectionable 
features of the bill will be eliminated and 
it will be put in shape to go before the 
legislature some time this week. 

There has long been a need for the 
revision and changing of some of the mil- 
itary laws of the state, and the mem- 
bers of the advjsory board think they 
have perfected a measure which will 
prove generally satisfactory.

The sharp rise in the price of New 
York cotton exchange seats, which was 
more than doubled within a year and is 
now above $8,000, was explained today 
as chiefly due to the buying of seats by 
members of the New York stock ex- 
change who were compelled by sharp 
competition to extend their operations to 
cotton and grain. This was rendered 
necessary in a measure by their out of 
town special wire service, many of the 
interior traders desiring to operate in 
cciton and grain as well as stocks.

maintain this wire service, but rivalry has 
compelled them to furnish the most up- 
to-date facilities for their customers, both 
local and out of town. Another reason 
which contributed to the rise in cotton 
exchange seats was the limitation of the 
membership to 480, whereas until recent- 
ly it might be increased at the pleasure 
of the managers, upon approval of the 
members. Furthermore, the commissions 
are now more carefully regulated; as is 
the case with the stock exchange. Up 
to recent times members cut commissions 
and there was but little profit in the bus- 
iness. Until this reform was made, it 
was difficult to sell membership except at 
a material concession. 


Wall street is quick to get onto the pe- 
cullarities of some of the big people and 
to forecast events accordingly.

Rich Finds from the First. 

Professors Borchardt, Voelz and Decker 
conducted the work of excavation. Their 
first discovery was the forecourt of the 
Temple of the Dead. It had been left 
unfinished, and most of the beautiful col- 
umns that had been completed had fallen, 
But two magnificent pillars were left. In 
tnat courtyard was found the partly 
broken figure of a lion, grandly propor- 
tioned and far beyond life size. Its sculp. 
ture is so fine that the ecientists agree 
that it was the work of a sculptor of ex- 
traordinary talent. The head was per- 
fectly preserved. 

The next discovery was that of reliefs 
depicting some of the most famous Egyp- 
whose names and 
deeds are mentioned In many inscriptions 
found in various parts of Egypt. There 
also were depictions of sacrifice. One wall 
painting shows the slaughtering of ani- 
mals before the tombs of the great dead, 
Another portrays tall, beautiful peasant 
women who bear offerings. ~ 

The great temple relief of all was found 
between the Hall Of Columns and the 
Holy of Holies. It shows the king him- 
self with apron and lion’s tai] as insignia 
of his wich rank. He wears a head dress 
of feathers and hofns, the mafk of a 
god. The jackal-headed God Anubis steps 
— him bringing him the Sign of 

e, 

In a smaller relief. Ne-woser-re is pic- 
tured with raised club slaying a group 
of men whom hé holds by tneir hair. 

In digging out the chamber of statues, 
the explorers unexpectedly came upon a 
splendid painting. It was intended to 
show a door set into the solid wall. The 
colors laid on by hands and brushes of 
which taere has been no vestige left on 
earth for 4,000 years, were bright and 
glowing. shining out of their long-kept 
Garkness into the Might of today as if 
they were still wet. But scarcely nad the 
sun streamed in before they began to 
pale. Fortunately the expedition num- 
bered a skilful painter among its mem- 
bers, and ‘ne succeeded in making a true 
copy in full size of the ancient work of 
art. 

Then the diggers reached the tomb of 
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the high priest, Jen-em-Jach-wet, After | 


breaking out the first stone, the Euro- 
peans peered in and for the first time in 
forty-five centuries human eyes looked 
upon the coffins of the priests of Ne- 
woser-re. The tomb had been too small 
for the last coffing and the handles had 
been sawed from the ends before the 
stones were eet in place and sealed. 
Taose cuts of the saw were clear and 
sharp, just as they had been left-on that 
day of burial. 

Here great finds were made. Large 
ships of the dead were on the coffins that 
they might be used for the voyage into 
the under world. There were tae great 
stone jugs that hail contained water to 
refresh the shades on their journey. The 
last gifts of friends, and carved wooden 
statuettes of the servants and slaves, 
were scattered through the tomb. 

Now came tae question as to whether or 
not the mummies in the stone coffins 
would be found in any geort of preserva- 
tion, If they were, they would be the 
first mummies of that period that ever 
had been found in condition to bear re- 
movel to Burope. The whole party gatn- 
ered around eagerly, while the wooden 
nails were drawn carefully from tne coffin 
of the high priest, and he was found in it 
just as he had been put to rest when 
Egypt was young. 

Jen-em-Jachwet was wrapped in a long 
brown linen saroud. A colored mask of 
linen and gypsum lay on his face, The 
mask had a narrow side-beard and a 
long chinbeard, and tae eyes had been 
made larger by streaks of vermilion. A 
big wig, parted in the middle, was colored 
bright blue to imitate lapis lazuli, show- 
ing that the dead man had already be- 
come a god; for the ancient Egyptian 
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Under the head was a wooden head rest, 
It is shaped exactly like the wooden pil- 
low that is used to this day in the Sou- 
dan. By his side lay a little wooden 
statue representing him. According to 
Egyptian belief this statue was to do the 
dead man’s work for him in the undér 
world. 

A handsome coffin in another chamber 
contained the mummy of a man wno 
anust have been exceptionally rich, for 
around his neck was a string of real 
pearls, while others, even high officials, 
had to be content with painted ones. The 
gifts that had been placed by fais side 
made a little history of that age in them- 
selves. In a niche at the head of the eof. 
fin were stone vessels, bound with leath- 
er, that had contained salves and precious 
ointments. Taere was a bed resting on 
carved lion’s claws.

in the rear Of this chamber. There were 
saws, drills, augers, axes, awls and pol- 
ishing stones.

The number and varied character of

“Chambers Journal: What is the motive 
power of a quiescent bird that moves it 
through air resistance and keeps its 
heavy body from falling? We are abso- 
lutely baffled when confronted with the 
problem of a soaring bird. 

It does not move its wings wiien it has 

ence got well started; its moving parts 
seem to be of use merely to get it off 
some unknown Gead center; it nas infinite 
capacity for taking advantage of balance;

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QUEER BIRDS THAT LIVE 
IN HOLES IN. THE GROUND 


IRDS make all kinds of curious 
B nests, still, surprising as some of 
taem are, they generally are ailke 
in one thing, and that is that they are 
guspended in the air n some manner. 

But Florida has a bird that digs its 
nest deep in the ground. It is the little 
Florida burrowing owl, called by the 
neat and dainty name of ‘‘Speotyto cun- 
iculria floridana’’ by scientists, who love 
to find names like that for the beasts 
and birds and fishes of the country. 

The burrowing owl] does nof live un- 
dergrourd because it is too stupid to build 
a nest above the ground. It@s a very 
wise little bird, much wiser than most 
of its feathered relatives, and its know- 
ing appearance is fully borne out by 
its brains. The owl burrows because i! 
prefers to live that way. 

The birds dwell altogether in large col- 
onies. Thus their homes form real] bird 
cities. They prefer an open prairie land 
for tae site of the settlement. Having se- 
lected the location, they pitch in suddenly 
some night and by the time dawn comes 
the town is open for business, each house 
finished and all the inhabitants snoring 
eomfortably, from four to eight feet un- 
der ground, 

Like the prairie dogs in the west, that 
also live in burrows, the Florida owls are 
as quick as a wink in diving into the holes 
of their gloomy homes on the first sign 
of danger. 

The burrowing owls are not satisfied 
with a burrow unless it is deep enough 
to furnish taem reasonable protection 
against rattlesnakes,:which dote on owls’ 
eggs, and will not hesitate to squirm into 
an opening in the ground if they think 
that a feast of fresh eggs is waiting for 
them at the bottom. 

Sometimes a rattlesnake will worm its 
horrible body into a nest and drive the 
little owls out, eat their eggs and then 
add insult to injury by dwelling in the 
burrows itself. 

When the birds are ready to build thel 
underground mansion, the male bird 
pecks at the ground with his bill till. he 


: 


a 


has marked out a circle about 6 inches in 
diameter. It is wonderful how well he 
can do this. The circle that he “pecks out’ 
is much more perfect than any than most 
children could draw. 

When the circle is completed, the male 
and female begin to delve away at once. 
First they dig with their bills, until they 
have broken up the top layer of the 
ground enough to give them a foothold. 
Then they begin to use taeir claws. 

When the scratching begins the dirt be- 
gins to fiy. It would make barnyard hens 
turn green with envy if they could see 
how the burrowing owls can scratch. In- 
deed, it is lucky for us that chickens can- 
not scratch one-tenth as well.. If they 
could, the entire United States might be 
scratched off the face of the earth in a 
few years. 

The burrows extend in a straight line. 
When the birds have worked out the 
circular shaft, they must make a big 
vaulted dwelling room at tne bottom. 
This parlor is circular in shape and large 
enough to accommodate both papa and 
mamma owl and all the little owls. It is 
so deep below the surface that rains can- 
not seep into it. The little family, gath- 
ered there, throughout a stormy day, can 
sleep as comfortably as if there were no 
euch thing as tempest. 

Tae burrowing owls’ eggs are beauti- 
ful little spheres, perfectly round, pure 
white, and not more than an inch in di- 
ameter. After they have been laid and 
until they are hatched out, the little 
father stands constantly at the mouth of 
the burrow watcaing most fiercely that 
no enemy shall approach too closely. 

When he is standing sentry he rests 
on one leg and never moves any part of 
his bddy except his’ head, which he twists 
arouhd in all directions, forward, back- 
ward and sideways, as if it were set on 
a pivot. Let Ganger threaten and that

“If the fruit growers of north Georgia hope 
to get the best results from their business 
they must formulate some system of concerted 
action in handling and marketing the frult. 

‘Other sections. like Florida and California, 
which have been long in the fmt business, 
have learned by experience that there is just 
one effective and businss-like way to deal 
with the marketing problem, and that is 
through a compact organization which takes 
charge of and markets the entire crop. 

‘The Southern California Fruit Exchange 
is an organization which is made vp of all 
the fruit growers of that section. The ex- 
change has its own selling agents in all the 
eastern markets, and thé home office is kept 
fully advised of the market by wire. These 
agents look after “Ne selling end delivery of 
all fruit, bring suite when necessary, and, in 
short, conduct the business of the organiza- 
tion in a business-like way. 

“The grower at home is not worried about 
Buc ings. He ries his fruit to town and 

ivera it to the offices of the exchange, 

‘hese men do the rest. They properly pack 
and assort ‘he fruit, ship it east to their 
ugents, receive the money ond pay kK over to 
the grower. The exchange is so powerful 
that it Recatect bes railways, express com- 
panies and seoures the very best possible 
prices for the fruit growers.'’

American boys walk on stilts, 
compared with French boys, they 
little of the sport. 

Perhaps the reason for this is 
ong part of France—away down 
south of the country—stilts are a 
sity to the people, who are mostly 
herds. They must walk on stilts in 
to oversee their vast flocks of sheep 45 
well as to pass through the bogs 
beset them everywhere. 

These shepacius—..en and _ women 
both—walk oontinuously on stilts that 
are from 6 to 8 feet high. These stilts 
are merely fastened to the feet. There Is 
no thought of an upright by which the 
hands and arms may steady the progress 
of the aerial pedestrian. Sometimes the 
stilts have uprights reaching *~ f*r as 
the knees and bound firmly to the legs. 

Generally these shephesdg and sacp- 
herdesses carry Jong poles which they 
can use either as balancing poles or 4s 
supports—very long canes, as it were, 
reaching to the ground. 

They become so expert in stilt walking 
that it is no unusual sight to see a she.s- 
herdeas striding along on stilts that raise 
her 6 feet above the ground, with her bal- 
ancing pole strapped to her back and her 
hands busily knitting socks for husband, 
son or. brother. 

The compicce unconcern with which 
these haray country folks make their 
way along on stilts is astonishing. On? 
might almost say that children. have 
stiits given to them instead of cradles. 

The writer witnessed a race on stilts in 
the south of France. It was one of the 
sports to celebrate a holiday. The course 
was about 41-2 miles long, and was cover- 
ed by the two winnerg in the extraordi- 
nary time of 36 minutes, When you stop 
to think that the average good driving 
horse does not ordinarily trot as fast as 
this, the wonderful skill of these French 
stiltwalkers will be appreciated. 

One of the winners was a boy and the 
other a girl. Both were about M4 years 
old. Entered as contestants in the race 
were ola men and women as well as 
young folks. Third in the race was 4n 
aged shepherd, who certainly looked as 
if he had well passed Kis seventieth 
birthday. 

These shepherd stiltwalkers have had 
their influence on boys throughow 
France. Paris is a great city for holidays. 
and on many of these holidays a part of 
the celebration is a parade. In these pa- 
rades stiltwalkers always play a leading 
and amusing part. 

One such procession was led by a gi- 
gantic and grotesque figure not less than 
12 feet tall. Afterwards, when the pro- 
cession disbanded, it turned out that this 
figure was really a boy of about 16, who 
was not more than 4 feet 6 inches tall. 
Not only had he made the long march on 
high stilts, but he had still further in- 
creased his apparent height by binding 
a long stick to his back. This reached far 
above his head, and bore in its upper end 
a large false head. A cross bar just un- 
cer his head formed false shoulders and 
arms, and from these in long, loose folds. 
hung a calico gown, which reached to the 
ground. 

Prizes are almost always given for the 
best marchers in these Paris parades, anil 
on this occasion the boy on atilts won 
first prize, 

Strange stilts are those used by Jap- 
anese and Chinese boys. Instead of hay- 
ing side blocks as do the stilts used by 
American boys, they have foot rests mor- 
tised on the atilt stick and projecting 
backwaré. These stilts can only be used 
when the Japanese boys’ feet are bare, 
for the stilt stick must be grasped be- 
tween the first and second toes of each 
foot. 

Spanish boys are great stilt walkers, 
and they invariably use sticks that reach 
cnly to the hips, and are strongly bound 
there as well as at the ankles. 

In some of the islands in the south Pa- 
cific ocean very rough sport is engaged. 
in by boys on stilts. Perched high on 
their thin supports, and with their faces 
and skins grotesquely painted, these semi- 
savage lads—sometimes as mary as

each other up or knock each other down. 

Like most sports and games, stilt walk- 
ing is of very ancient origin. Cut in the 
stone which forms the tomb of.one of the 
oldest of the Pharaons, there isa crude 
picture of a man leading a procession and 
walking oon stflts. This ancient stilt 
walker must have been very skilful, for 
be is holding onto no side sticks, but is 
usirg both hands in holding a great horn 
to his mouth, whch he is appareatly 
blowing.

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SOME OF UNCLE SAM’S

N the island of Porto Rito, a land of 

perpetual summer, Uncle Sam has 

taken under his care more than 322,000 
children of school-age. School age in 
Porto Rico is from 6 to 18 years, though 
not many of the fsland children attend 
school after they are 15 years old. 

Only the well-to-do-people in the cities 
and the wealthy planters thought of 
sending their children to school. There 
were a few schools, such as they were, 
scattered among the large towns, but in 
the villages and country districts there 
were no schools at all 

Uncle Sam is changing all that and this. 
fal he opened in Porto Rico 1,200 schools 
which began the school year with an at- 
tendance of more than 50,000 pupils. 

So now, every school day morning, high 
up on the mountain sides. down in the 
fertile valleys and over the huts of the 
little villages and the whitewashed stone 
houses of the cities, rise American flags 
before a thousand school houses. 

Porto Rican children are fond of sing- 
ing, and nearly all of them are good 
singers. They generally begin the school 
day by, singing “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” “My Country “Tis of (Thee of 
“Hail Columbia,” singing the Wnglish 
words, and’ following the American song 
with “Boringquen,” sung in Spanish. 
“Borinquen” is the ancient name of Porto 
Rico, and the song bearing that name was 
to Porto Rico whdt “America” is to the 
United States. “Borinquen,” or ‘Bori- 
quen,”’ means “the land of the valiant 
lord,” and is what the natives called the 
island when Columbus discovered it on 
his second voyage to America. 

The island was so beautiful with !fs 
fruits and flowers, its mountains and its

As to “My Partner,’’ it was the best 
billed show that has yet filled the streets 
with three-sheet posters.

Whether or not such persons refuge to 
accept the moral that runs through the 
story, it seems ridiculous to go and then 
condemn. It can hardly be possible that 
any theatergoer or any one who reads 
at all is not entirely acquainted with the 
story, and for these to feign surprise at 
a cigarette and a Haison or a demi- 
monde and a robe de nuit is too much 
like being surprised to see pink tights 
at a circus to need any further com- 
ment. If you care for. French novels, 
French plays or French ways, it goes 
without saying wat you must expect to 
fimt things presented in very much the 
same Way as in France. As the woman 
in question is almost invariably the type 
of the “lady from gay Paree,”’ for one 
to be astonished or shocked is rather out 
of order. Another thing you will notice 
that these sort of persons remain seated 
until the final curtain. But perhaps they 
are waiting steadfast to the end in order 
that they may find ouvt whether it is the 
oper kind of a performance tor their 
usbands to stdy away from, or vice 
versa. Rather a pleasant way of doing 
evil that good may come, don’t you think? 
Isn’t it a fact that the real Camille would 
not stoop to such subterfuge?

COMING TO AMERICA SOON 


MERICANS will have a chance 
A pretty soon to see one of the bright- 
est of London’s musical comedy:

in our line. There has just occurred a 
great republican victory over the stafes, 
but it will pass away and the country 
will not be ruined, and for this we can 
surely all feel thankful. 

A thousand things might be remember- 
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ed by any old man that has proved to be 
just the reVerse of what we thought at 
the time. Never could white people of the 
south have been brought to think that 
negro suffrage was a thing to be thankful 
over. We all thought the country would 
be ruined if the negro was given the 
right to vote, but it did not, and to the 
contrary, it increased the power of the 
south in congress till we became taankful 
for the.thing, while the north has turned 
to view it as almost, if not quite. a ca- 
lamity.

There was 
an nonest feeling of terror in anticipa- 
tion of these Cainese drifting to the south 
and mixing with the negro. All the talk 
then ws about a race composed of part 
negro, part Chinaman and a Httle bit of 
dago and we deemed it as calamitous. 
Now the Chinaman is a convenient cltizen 
and no alarm is felt at his presence. So it 
goes, a calamity of today may prove a 
matter to rejoice over at some future 
thanksgiving. 

Anyhow, all the signs are good, at least 
good signs are in the majority. There is 
being sown an immense crop cf waeat 
and surely we can all rejoice over this. 
The farmers are stepping with a firm 
tread and the children of the cuntry 
homes are making manifest a spirit of 
American independence, which as good 
as says that the country child is as good 
as anybody else, if not a little better.

In the 
north taere is no feeling against hiring 
Out among the girle—the very best class 
of northern girls hiré out at homes in 
preference to working at the occupations 
in the city.

been a close observer. He fhas watched 
the progress of his race in Georgia, and 
he stands upon the assertion that those 
negro girls who have gone into the homes 
have been the saving power of their race. 
He boldly asserts that it is oMy those 
who have gone into the homes that have 
improved morally over the negroes of 
slavery days. I don’t care to quote ffom 
this old negro any further than to be 
suggestive. If to go into the homes as 
helps there is so much better for negroes 
it would be better for whites also. But 
there is not near so many girls as would 
have to hire out as one might think. The 
very great majority of white girls could 
make themselves so profitable at their 
own homes that .nere would be no call 
for niring out. It is not poverty that has 
turned girls away from keeping house. 
The truth is that the giris of a family are 
what gives life its spice if they only will. 
The making of preserves, the putting up 
of pickles, the tending of miik and but- 
ter, the raising of chicks—all these 
things, and taere are a thousand of them, 
are the most important par of country 
life.

Cotton In the bale.

HE last days of September 
always mark the begin- 
ning of great actvity in 
Tennessee, for then the 
cotton crop begins to 
move, and Memphis is the 
world’s largest inland mar- 
ket for this great staple. 
About this time the Euro- 
pean buyer happens along, 
the cotton factor increases 
his office force, and the 
negro driver gives his mule 
an extra feed of oats and 

greases his two-wheeled cart in antici- 
pation of the rush that is to come. The 
megro is as inseparable from cotton as 
gmoke is from fire. I asked an old ne- 
gro what he thought about the cotton 
picking machine that several inventors 
are working on, and he replied: 

“Now, boss, dar ain’t no ‘chine dat 
eber gwine to pick cotton Mke a nigger 
pick it. I’se been hearin’ talk o’ dat eber 
since befo’' de wah. Ole Marse bettah 
keen his mule an’ his nigger, or he won't 
git no cotton, an’ yo’ recomember who 
tole yo’.”’ 

When working with cotton the negro 
fs in his native element, whether it is in 
the field, transporting it, or handling it 
at the market. In the fall, when the 
wods are unfurling their golden banners, 
and the haze of Indian summer hangs 
over the fields, the darky’s heart is turcd 
to laughter, and he sings as he works— 
sings old songs that have live? since the 
Gays of slavery. In the evening when the 
west is red and the wind is low, the 
well-blended voices of dusky serenaders 
carries oue back to the days of the old 


south. 


It may not be foreign to the subject 
to say that there is just one thing that 
can demoralize the Memphis cotton ex- 
change, and that ‘s a horse race, spoken 
of in some places as ‘“‘the sport of kings,” 
but known here as a “hoss race.’

Methods Little Changed 

There have been few changes in the 
method of cultivating cotton, although 
the beginning of the industry dates back 
to the early settlement of the country. 
An old dill of lading to Liverpool, dated 
1770, was itemized as follows: ‘Three 
bales of cotton from Charleston, four 
dags from Virginia, and three barrels 
full from North Carolina.” Fifteen years 
efter this odd consignment was made the 
industry had increased to such an extent 
that a lot of fourteen bales was sent to 
the old country in one shipment, and 
the story goes that upon its arrival there 
eight bales were confiscated “‘because 60 
much cotton could not h&ve been pro- 
@uced in the United States.” From this 
mean beginning the business has grown 
until last year we exported 6,715,788 bales, 
Which sold for $284,279,190—and the Eng- 
ligh were not surprised. While discuss- 
ing the growth of America recently I 
heard an Englishman say: “There is no 
felling what the bloomin’ country will 
do next.” 

The cotton belt of the southern states 
ie the largest producing area in the 
world, and its annual crop is far and 
Gway greater than that of any other 
country. India is second in importance, 
end Egypt third. The quality of the 
Egyptian product, however, is finer than 
that grown in the United States; so 
much so that it sells for about $10 more 
per bale. But we supply the bulk of the 
demand, and the world would be in a 
bad way for cotton if the “nigger an’ de 
mule” went on a strike in Dixie. The 
is Texas, 
while Georgia and Mississippi are the 
next in importance. The manner of rais- 
ing it remains much the same as the cus- 
tom of forty years ago. In the extreme 
Southern states it is planted in March, 
and there is about thirty days’ difference 
fn the season in the northern portion of

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the belt. It is sown with a @4rill, and 
comes up thick. In about two weeks it 
is chopped out until only single plants 
are left about a foot and a half apart. 
It is hoed and plowed four or five times 
during the season, at intervals of about 
two weeks, 

The most important feature of the de- 
velopment of the cotton industry in this 
country was the invention of the cotton 
gin. The word gin means engine, and 
Eli Whitney, a young man from Massa- 
chusetts, was the genius who brought it 
forth. He left his native state to take 
a position as tutor in a family near Sa- 
vannah, Ga., but before he got there 
some other fellow had taken the place.

It is boiled and the oi] then taken from 
it by hydraulic pressure. After the oil 
is extracted a residue of cake remains. 
This is ground into meal and used for 
feeding purposes. It is exported in 
large quantities, and in Norway. Ger- 
many, Scotland and other European coun- 
tries it has a recognized value like grain. 
The cake is also converted into fertilizer. 
The higher grades of the oil are used in 
making compound lard, oleomargarine 
and are even utilized in the manufacture 
of creamery butter. The lower grades

Young 
Whitney determined to invent a machine 
that would do it. He worked all winter 
on the problem, manufacturing nearly all 
his own tools, and even making the wire 
and nails he had to use. He finally suc- 
ceeded in perfecting a machine by the 
use of which the planter could dispose of 
his entire crop in a few days, instead of 
having hands working with it all winter. 
The difficulty of separating the cotton 
by hand can be better appreciated when 
it is stated that one pound was all that 
an expert could do in a day. The indus- 
try could never have grown to the pres- 
ent proportions without the aid of Wait- 
ney’s labor-saving device. Under the 
stimulus of its help the production dur- 
ing the first ten years after its appear- 
ance grew from 190,000 pounds to 41,000,000 
pounds. Whitney had the same mis- 
fortune that many other inventors have 
met with and lost the fruits of this dis- 
covery. His workshop was broken into 
and his model stolen before he had it 
rotected by law. He became involved 
n litigation over the infringements re- 
sulting from the theft, and never realized 
the _ benefit his labor and genius de- 
served. 


Picking Machine Greatest 
Need 

The greatest need of the cotton indus- 
try is a picking machine. Up to the 
present time all efforts to produce one 
have failed, but this does not necessarily 
mean that a successful one never will be 
perfected. The inventors are still work- 
ing on the problem and the chances 
that success will eventually reward their 
persistence. Many more difficult ma- 
chines have been devised and are now 
performing their functions satisfactorily. 
It is claimed by the authorities that a 
good cotton-picking machine would in- 
crease the annual crop fully 50 per cent, 
because a mucn larger acreage of cot- 
ton could be cultivated if there was any 
way of saving it. 

A comparatively new feature of the 
business, and one that will greatly facili- 
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other processes where cheap fats are re 
quired. The oi] is also used in adulter- 
ating linseed, lubricating and other oils. 

The millman realizes about $9.85 for 

the seed he pays $7.60 for. Out of this 
must come the cost of operating, so the 
marvin of profit is very small. The seed 
must be handled in very large quantities, 
or the business will not prove remunera- 
tive. ' 
The problem upon which the south is 
working, and which will greatly add to 
its wealth when solved, is the manufact- 
ure of its cotton at home. It is an ac- 
cepted principle in economics that, every- 
thing being equal, raw material can be 
more profitably converted into the man- 
ufactured product at the base of supply 
than at great distances therefrom. The 
textile industry in the southern states, 
while in its infancy and beset by many 
inequalities, is making a most excellent 
showing. In 1900 it manufactured about 
7 per cent of its crop; in ten years it 
doubled this percentage; and last year 
utilized about 18 per cent. Discussing this 
phase of the business a trade jogrnal 
Says: 

‘‘In twelve years the quantity of cotton 
taken by northern mills has decreased 
from 76 per cent to 61 per cent of the 
total taken by American mills, and the 
quantity taken by southern mills has in- 
creased from 23 per cent to 48 per cent 
of the total takings.” 


The number of mills in the south have 
increased since 1890 from 336 to 716. 

It is difficult for the southern manu- 
facturers to procure skilled labor, and 
their output is mostly confined to the 
cheaper grades of stuff. The time may 
come when all the cotton grown in this 
country will be manufactured here, and 
the seat of the industry may shift to the 
cotton-producing states, but this result 
will be slow in materializing. It will nev- 
er be accomplished without great and 
united effort. 


Europe Encourages Compe- 

tition 

There is a tendency in Europe to en- 
courage the cultivation of cotton wher- 
ever there is a likelihood of its culture 
proving successful. Pnglish experts 
claim that there are no limitations to the 
amount of the staple they can produce 
a poy along the Nile, and several 
colonies in Italy claim that the ro- 
ducing a grade both inaparter tn quality 
and quantity to that raised in the most 
favored sections of the world. It is hard- 
ly likely that any combination of competi- 
tion will ever ‘tbe able to displace the 
south as the source of the world’s sup- 
ply. The cotton-producing zone has re- 
cently very materially widened by the 
opening of Indian lands in the southwest 
and this territory will have the advan- 
tage of direct railroad connection with 
the great Memphis market, on account 
of the Rock Island having recently pur- 
chased the Choctaw line and made it a 
part of its great system. 

The cotton belt is divided into three 
groups, as follows: First, Texas and In- 
dian Territory; second, the gulf states, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas, Ten- 
messee, Missouri, Oklahoma, Utah and 
Kansas; third, the Atlantic states of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia. The total crop raised in these 
states during the season of 1901-02 wan 
10,680,680 bales, the market value of which 
amounts to a grand total of $452,113.18

vention of 1861. He was a man of ex- 
aited character and, like his contempo- 
rary, Hon, James 8. Harrison, could al- 
ways be found battling for truth and 
Tight as he saw them. And like Jr. Har- 
rison, he was of kindly héart and pos- 
sessed a fine sense of humor. As illustra- 
tive of both qualities the following inct- 
dent is given: Immediately after the close 
of the war, in the summer of 1865, there 
Was much trouble experienced in Colum- 
bus by many families to secure needod 
supplies. 

Judge Clayton had a brother itn law, 
Frank Baldwin, a great wag, and 4 
gentieman of much culture and many #s0- 
cia] virtues, but not distinguished fur 
thrift. One day the judge, meeting Mr. 
Baldwin, and after asking about the 
family inquired, “Frank. how are you 
getting along these days? Got plenty to 
eat?” Mr. Baldwin replied, ‘“‘Well, we are 
getting along by the hardest—we are out 
of meai, got ne corn and no money with 
which to buy.” The judge said, “That 


won't do, ®rank. I have plenty of corn 
down on the plantation, but the negroes

are free and I can’t get them to haul ft. 
But if you can get it hauled send down 
there and get a wagon load.’ Baldwin 
replied, ‘I’m much obliged, judge; I 
guess I can manage that part of it.”’ 

A few days later the judge met Baldwin 
again and said, ‘Well, Frank, did you 
ever get that load of corn from the plan- 
tation ?’’ 

“Oh! yes. I got it hauled the next day.’’ 
The judge replied, “I am glad to hear 
that; I need some at my residence, but 
have not been able to arrange to have it 
brought wp. Who did you get to haul 
yours amd what did you have to pay for 
the hauling, Frank?’ “Oh, I had no difmf- 
culty about that. I saw Sam (one of the 
judge’s former slaves—one of his wagon 
drivers and still on his farm) in town and 
I made a trade with him to bring up two 
loads and I gave him one load for hauling 
the other to my house and throwing it in 
the crib. I guebs you can make the same 
arrangement with him. He appeared 
mighty willing to accommodate me.” 
“Now, Frank, tell the truth, what kind 
of a trade do you call that—how would it 
strike you—do you think, were you in my 
Place and I in yours?’ “Well, judge, I 
hadn't thought of that. You see, J wasn’t 
thinking about you or myself. The main 
chance was for my wife, and I tell you 
it was a mighty fine trade, for she got 
what she wanted. It didn’t cost ‘er or 
me anything, and you were not hurt. 
Why, you'd never have missed the extra 
load if I hadn’t told you of the trade, and 
I wouldn't have told you but you seem to 
have more corm than you can handle, 
and that’s a good plan to get rid of the 
surplus. If you will make the same trade 
with old Jake that I did you can get all 
the corn you need up here without hav- 
ing to pay out any money, and them, too. 
there'll be less for the niggers to steal 
from you. You Know they are stealing 
corn right along these days?’ 

The judge laughed and commen4ed 
Frank for being both an able financier 
and a philosopher and left him with the 
remark, *““When your corn is out, Frank, 
come aroynd again and I'll give you an- 
cther load, but next time I wart sou to 
hire some one else’s team and negro to 
haul it, and if you have net the money to 


pay for the hauling of the corn come to 
me and I will lend it to you.” He thought 
the joke well worth all ft cost him and 
used to delight in telling it to the credit 
of a philosophical friend. 

Judge Clayton passed away while on a 
visit to his mother in, the home of his 
boyhood. He was a man of strong in- 
tellect, large-bodied and big-hearted and 
was a general favorite with ol@ and 
young. In. mental caliber he was the 


peer of the greatest Mississippians of his 


day. 
William E. Barksdale 
William EB. Berkedale was another of 
Lowndes covnty’s citizens who passed 
away in ali the splendor of yong mar- 
hood. He was a native Tenness2eaji, born 


‘in Rutherford county in 1810. Before he 


attained his majority he was admitted 
to the bar. Soon thereafter he settied In 
Mississippi and tocated at Columbus, 
where he edited for a time The Columbus 
Democrat, one of the Grst papers publish- 
ed in the town. Twice he represented his 
district in congress. During the Mexican 
war he was quartermaster of the First 
Mississippi regiment, commanded by Col- 
onel Jefferson Davis. 

Mr. Barksdale was a staunch democrat 
and figured extensively in Mississippi 
politics after the Mexican war. In the 
Confederate Military History of Missis- 
sippi is written of aim: “When the war 
between the states began he hastened t® 


| espouse in the field the cause which he 


had zealously supported in peace and 
entered the confederate service as col- 
of.” ‘Yhe Thirteenth regiment of Mis- 
sissippi volunteers. At First Manassas 
Parksdale’s regiment was with Barly’s 


command, which, by its flank attack. as- 
sisted in completing the discomfiture of 
the federals. One company of this regi- 
ment was engaged in the battle of Lees- 
burg (Ball’s Bluff). With the rest of his 
command Colone] Barksdale, at Edward's 
Ferry, held in check a considerable, anfon 
force which otherwise would have gone

marching and fighting of that campaign. 
At the battle of Fredericksburg Barks- 
dale's brigade of Mississippians was post- 
ed along the river front to prevent the 
crossing of the union troops until Lee 
should be ready. to let them come. His 
brigade kept up such a hot fire that it 
defeated nine attempts of the federalsg to 
construct their pontoon bridges. Then 
the powerful artillery of the union army 
from Stafford poured a terrific iron hail 
upon the gallant Mississippians and the 
town of Fredericksburg. 

But the defense was kept up unff all 
the confederate troope had been -able to 
take their proper positions and then 
Harksdale’s men withdrew from their 
perilous post. This heroic fight had long 
delayed the crossing of Bumner’s grand 
Givision and had caused Franklin's grand 
division, which had crossed farther down, 
to return to the federal side of the river 
to await the result of Sumner’s efforts. 
Thus Lee secured twenty-four hours to 
prepare for the assault and also had fuil- 
notice of the points of attack. During 
the battle of Chancelloravilie Barksdale 
was again fighting at Fredericksburg 
with Early, whose task was to hold Sedg- 
wick in check and prevent him from faéll- 
ing on Lee's tear. 

In the second day’s battle at Gettysburg 
this intrepid brigade sustained an irre- 
parable loss in the fall of its gallant 
leader and the Army of Northern Virgina 
was deprived of one of its most useful 
brigade commanders. 

He was another Georgian who rose to 
prominence in his adopted home. My. 
Cobb was an ardent whig. Twice he was 
elected on that ticket to congress. He 
was a promising lawyer and had won 
considerable reputation as an author. He 
was a representative of the famous Oobb 
fan‘tly of Georgia who gave to that state 
some of her strongest intellects. 

“With a strange softening of the 
heart’’ the writer has recalled to the 
present generation the livés of some of 
Columbus’ own and adopted sons who 
belong to a long forgotten yesterday. To 
write of them and make no mention of 
‘Lawyers’ Row” would be unpardonable. 
Here, in a row of buildings opposite 
court house square, since Columbus was 
first dignified by being called a small vil- 
lege, have been the haunts and offices of 
her lawyers and jurists. In the lorg, long 
ago, where now stand substantial brick 
buildings, Columbus’ first attorneys hung 
out their shingles before quaint log 
cabins and one and two-story frame 
buildings. Some years later Hon. Sames 
T. Harrison, in 1887, erected the sub- 
stantial one-story office building shown in 
the illustration. Bo wel constructed was 
this office that today it shows no evidence 
of the years it has stood and is now oo- 
cupied and owned by Mr. Harrison's son, 
James T. Harrison, Mississippi's present 
lieutenant governor. 

When the office was first occupied by 
the eKier Mr. Harrison the firm. was 
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Masonic building waa erected and the low- 
er noor occupied by Mr. Clayton, Mr. Bar- 
ry, etc, Across the etreet in the southwest 
corner of the square was Columbus’ first 
court house, an unpretentious log and 
frame building. Near by was the whip- 
ping post and stocks. Tradition has 
that in those dayz Columbus was the 
center of a fiery whig element and woe 
be unto him who differed with them po 
liticaly. If men too freely 

their ‘“views"’ they sometimes suffered a 
severe penalty. It is said that now and 
then a man of democratic beliefs who 
was lacking in the courage of lie con- 
victions was given an introduction fo the 
whipping post or placed in the stocks 
For years, by reason of a 4Gifference in 
pollitical opinions, along lawyers row 
were enacted etirring scenes., 

In 1847 the first court house was 
erected. It waa with regret the lover of 
“landmarks” and locai history saw twe 
splendid building give way to the hand- 
eome modern structure built within the 
last year. 
the old builder’s art. So strongly ce 
the old builder's art. Go strongly ce- 
mented were the thick brick walls that 
dynamite had to be used to tear away 
the end walls when the work of romodel- 
ing was begun. 

In recalling where politicians congre- 
gated in years past and what exciting 
scenes took place in Columbus brings to 
mind what General Reuben Davis wrote 
in his “Recollections of Mississippi’ of 
those times. He says that between 1828 
and 1855 life in Mississippi was fuil and 
rich and varied with much incident “ani 
roany strong passions. He further adds: 
‘In these more sober and prosaic days 
it may, perhaps, be difficult for people 
even to imagine the perfect abandonment 
of a whole population to the excitements 
and pleasures of such a carnival. The 
more rigid moralist may be even scandal- 
ized by the spectacle of whole communi- 
ties given up to wild days of feasting, 
speech making, music, dancing and drink- 
ing with perhaps rough words now and 
then and an honest hand-to-hand fight 
when debate was angry and the blood 
hot. He who figured in these flerce com- 
tats does not deny the men on such oc- 
casions drank more than wag good fo: 
them and did absurd things while in their 
cups.”” With all, in the politics, as in all 
else that belongs to the old south. were 
examples worthly of emulation. When the 
men of the mighty east held sway ‘there 
was no corruption’ and no trickery in 
politics and a ran who would have dared 
to tamper with a ballot box or who had 
been detected in any fraud by the peo- 
ple would have been torn to pleces with- 
out a moment’s notice, * * * Wherg hoor 
and honesty were concerned the great 


heart of the masses beat true and fear- 
less, * * * Any man who aspired to lead 


them must be above reproach.” 2

The 
raiders purchased their tickets and were 
on the train as passengers—arriving at 
Big Shanty, the breakfast house kept by 
Captain Lem Kendricks. The engine 
drawing the train wae the “General” and 
Mr. Jeff Cain was the engineer. At 
ithe breakfast table Captain Fuller, who 
was always alert and on the look out, 
neard the engine exhaust. He rose from 
the table quicker than thought and call- 
ed to his engineer, Mr. Cain, and said 
‘Jeff, there is something tae matter with 
the engine.’ Then Captain Fuller ran to 
the front door, followed by his engineer, 
Mr. Cain, and Mr. Anthony. Murphy 
the boss of the shops belonging to the 
road and who was @ passenger on the 
train that morning. When arriving in 
front of the eating-houge they saw the 
engine moving off with box care attacaed. 
The captain with his two fellows started 
in hot pursuit on foot. 

“tT don’t know who sent ‘Sully 
Kendrick to Martetta to send the news 
to Atlanta, giving an account of 
the eelzeure of the “General,’’ but 
I think it was either Captain Fuiler 
or Captain Hendricks. Sully Kendrick 
is living m Atlanta now; he was but 
a mere youth at that time.

IB appearance of the table 
has much to do with the 

for one that is 
laid with a dainty white 
cloth, snowy napkins and 
pretty tableware will often 
tempt one. to eat when, 
under other conditions, 
there would be no inctina- 
tion for food. Jf the house- 
keeper prefers fred _ table- 
cloths for every-day use 
let the napkins be of the 
. same color. Embroicered 
center pieces and doilies are handsome 
to use with the white cloth, and as this 
kind of fancy work has been very popu- 
lar for several years, many housekéépers 
have a supply of them. Put a silence 
cloth of double-faced cotton flannel or 
white felt under the white cloth. It pro- 
tects the table from hot dishes and 
deadens the noise made by moving things 
about. Two or three thicknesses of old 
white blanket will answer the purpose 
after they have been washed and cut the 
proper shape. Every housekeeper ad- 
mires pretty china and many handsome 
pleces may be obtained at reasonable 
prices. 

The practice of washing table linen with 
the ‘dirty clothes is a common one, dut 
should be condemned. It is just as easy 
to wash them before everything else on 
the ‘regular wash day, or they may be 
washed alone if preferred. Heat the 
water until lukewarm, dissolve a little 
borax..in.ft...and--wash them lightly he- 
tween the hands, using enough soap to 
get them clean. White linen may be 
scalded a few minutes, but colored linen 
or pleces decorated with colored embroid- 
ery, shoulé never be put in hot water, 
@s It is likely to fade. The borax softens 
the water, and it is not necessary to use 
much soap, or to rub hard. Rinse 
through two waters, adding a little bluing 
and bolied starch to the second. Shake 
every piece to remove the wrinkles and 
hang them smoothly upon the line. Never 
hang napkins or other small pieces up by 
ane corner, but straighten them out upon 
the line. Waen they have dried, dampen 
and iron them. Fold napkins twice, and 
leave every article where it will dry thor- 
oughly before putting it away.

A Servant Girl's Ideas 

An educated servant girl, writing for 
the press concerning the great and in- 
creasing reluctance of girls to go out to 
service, sayé “A: girl prefers to take a 
_ position behind a counter in a store or at 
a sewing machine in a ready clotaing 
making factory, because in these estab- 
lishments she can have. stated hours of 
labor and have Sunday free and earn as 
good a living as by doing housework. 
If the servant girl had the setting of the 
fashion, the late evening dinner and tne

elaborate Sunday dinner would both ga.

able folk, but it js the more natural ar- 
rangement. The heavy dinner in courses 
should come, it seems to me, at noon, 
as was the old-time fashion, then requir- 
ing less time and service. It would great- 
ly lessen the late evening work for a girl 
whica is far beyond the time when tae 
law releases a laboring man. 


For Scissors, Sows nz Machines, 
Se 


Using kerosene on the scissors now and 
then keeps the blades bright and pre- 
serves their edge. This same everyday 
lamp oil is tae best agent for keeping the 
sewing machine in good order. It cannot 
be used as a lubricant, only the best sew- 
ing machine oil should be used to lubri- 
cate the sewing machine works, but the 
bearings and iron work should occasion- 
ally be rubbed with a cloth moistened in 
kerosene oi] and a drop or two injected 
into the oil holes. This will often rectify 
a cranky machine. 

Oii Baths 

An oil bath is often very beneficial to 
a fragile child or adult. After a warm 
bath dip the fingers in a cup of sweet oll 
and go over the entire surface of the 
body, using only as much oll as the skin 
will take up. This will often fatten @ 
thin, scrawny child or an adult. 


Food for Babies 

Sometimes a child who has to be fed 
seems dissatisfied with a milk diet and 
ceases to thrive on it. Then try soaking 
whole wheat bread in boiling water and 
adding a little bit of fresh butter, cream, 
or a spoonful of beef juice. A child @ 
year old can have fruit juices, a little 
well cooked rice, beef broth not greasy, 
the soft pulp of baked apple and the juice 
of stewed prunes, these last two being 
laxative in their action on torpid bowels

One pint of clabbered sour milk, one 
teaspoonful of salt. Dissolve a té@a- 
spoonful of soda in one-half cup of mo- 
lasses until it foams, pour into the sour 
milk and add three cups of graham flour 
and one cup of white. Bake in a very 
moderate over for one hour. 
Cheesse Fondu 
Put one tablespoonful of butter in @ 
saucepan, add one cup of milk, one cup 
of grated cheese, one egg beaten in & 
very little milk, one cup of bread crumbs. 
Stir all the time while cooking. It may 
be eaten in this form or turned into a 
greased pan and baked until brown. If 
the cheese seems about to curdle, add 
a pinch of soda. 
Things to Know 
To beat whites of eggs quickly, put in 
a pinch of salt. The cooler the eggs 
the more quickly they will froth. Te 
prevent cheese from moulding wrap it 
in a cloth wrung out of vinegar and then 
in a wrap of paper. A _ tablespoonful 
of turpentine in a clothes boiler will 
whften linen goods and cotton domestics, 
take out stains and render washing easy. 
Corn meal is very cleansing, and will 
clean goods as well as soap. Celery will 
keep for days in perfect condition if 
washed, the tops trimmed off, and. the 
stalks put into a canning jar and sealed 
up. A cabbage is rendered more whole 
some if bolled in two waters: the first 
carries off the strong oil and odor of the 
vegetable,

sham Chapter of the 
Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, Atlanta,” 
is off the press of the 
Blosser Printing Company, 
and the volume commends 
itself at a glance to the 
favor of ‘the intending 
reader. The work is 
voluminous, having nearly 
800 pages, with a convenient 
and elaborate system of indexing. The 
letter press is admirable in arrangement 
and contents. As the title indicates. the 
book is made up of historical collections, 
embracing very extensive, important and 
reiiable geneological records, which, but 
for the untiring, painstaking researches 
of the members of Joseph Habersham 
Chapter, would have been lost in ob- 
livion, greatly to the loss of Georgia's 
early history. and not Georgia's alone, 
but to a considerable extent that of the 
Criginal southern states of the union. 
Interwoven with these old family rec- 
ords are many facts and references to 
incidents of history. Indeed, the book is 
& precious mine of historical informa- 
tion, not a few of its pages containing 
matter that has for the first time been 
obtained from original sources. The origin 
vf the now completed work is thus ex- 
plained by the able editor, Mrs. William 
lawson Peel, honorable state regent of 
Georgia and regent of Joseph Haber- 
sham Chapter, Daughters of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution: 

“In April, 1900, when this chapter was 

barely two months old, space was ob- 
tained from The Atlanta Constitution for 
a weekly article devoted to historical 
subjects and the extension of the prin- 
ciples of our national] society. This 
feature became so popular and the de- 
mand for back numbers of the paper so 
sreat that the Joseph Habersham Chap- 
ter undertook the public&tion of the first 
year’s papers in book form. 
4( “Since then our work has broadened 
and grown in extent and in import- 
ance until we feel that in the impetus 
we have given to the Study of American 
history generally ang to the collection 
and preservation of records in particu- 
lar, not only in Georgia, but wherever 
our papers have been read, we have done 
& work that will live. 

“In presenting volume II“of our ‘His- 
torical Collections,’ we do not ask iuat 
the time, labor or expense which have 
been expended upon this work be taken 
into consideration: but we do beg the 
critics to remember that these pages, 
containing court records,. documents, 
lists of revolutionary soldiers, sketches, 
pedigrees and valuable historical papers, 
are current newspaper articles after all, 
which were not originally intended to 
form @ permanent collection. That these 
might have been polished and refined and 
condensed or elaborated to advantage is 
quite apparent; but the time that was 
given to this work has been taken from 
busy lives, overflowing with duties and 
obligations, and more time was not at 
our command.”’ 

Nevertheless, there igs nothing of cru- 
dity observable in the work, and the ma- 
terial utilized in the volume is_ well 
worthy of permanent bindings. All lov- 
ers of local genealogy and students of 
matters. historical will be glad to pos- 
sess this and its companion volume. The 
price of volume I is $1.25; of volume il,

Citizen Train’s Autobiography 


George Francis Train, whatever may be 
thought of his tricities, is a remark. 
able man, with a distinguished career be- 
hind him. We have no apology to offer 
for devoting considerable of our space, 
in the busiest publishing season, .to some 
excerpts from his interesting book, “My 
Life In Many States and in Foreign 
Lands,” just issued from the press of tne 
Appletons. That Citizen Train has been 
essentially a man of affairs is evident 
from the following summary of his ca- 
reer: 

He was once the best known American 
on the face of the globe. 

He organized the clipper-ship line that 
sailed around Cape Horn to San Francis- 
co and made American shipping lead the 
world. 

He organized tne Credit Mobilier and 
the Union Pacific railroad. 

He was one of the organizers of the 
French commune. 

He built the first street railway in Eng- 
land, 

He has been the business partner of 
queens, emperors and grand dukes, the 
familiar friend of the greatest people of 
the earth. 

He has been in jail fifteen times, from 
the Tombs to a bastile, and never com- 
mitted a crime. 


He fnas made more than seventy ocean 
voyages. He has broken the around-the- 
world record three times. 

He farmerly lived in a villa and spent 
$2,000 g@ week in maintaining it. Now he 
lives in the Mills hotel, at a total expen- 
diture of $ a week. 

He is Citizen George Francis Train. 

In one respect, at least, it is probably 
the most remarkable autobiography ever 
written. It contains more than 100,000 
words, and Mr. Train dictated it in ex- 
actly thirty-five hours. 

Citizen Train wrote his. wonderful story 
of a wonderful life on the top floor of the 
Mills hotel, where he occupies a room 
possibly 8 feet long and 6 feet wide, and 
where he receives his callers with a dig- 
nity, a graciousness and native hospitall- 
ty that would be in keepine with the 
fine homes he used to HMve in. He ‘nas 
lived in that room for four years—ever 
since the hotel was built. It has a single 
bed, a tiny table, one chair and half a 
dozen paper boxes, 

Citizen Train, in preface of his autobi- 
ography, which is a book of 350 pages, 
briefs his life in tnis wonderfully com- 
pressed and characteristic fashion: 

“Born 3-24-29. Orphaned New Orleans, 
33.8 (Father, mother and three sisters— 
yellow fever.) Came north alone, 4 years 
old, to grandmother, Waltham, Mass. 
Supported self since babyhood. Farmer 
til) 14. Grocer boy. Cambridgeport, two 
years., Shipping clerk, 16. Manager, 18. 
Partner Train & Co., 20 (income $10,000). 
Boston, 22 ($15,000). Established G. F. T. 
& Co., Melbourne, Australia, '53. Agent 
Barings, Duncan & Snerman, White Star 
Line (income, $95,0®). Started 40 clippers 
to California. °49. Flying Cloud, Sov- 
ereign of the Seas, Staffordshire. Built D. 
& G. W. R. R. . . connecting Erie with 
Ohio and Mississippi, 400 miles. Pioneered 
first street railway, Europe, America, 
Australia. (England, Birkenhead, Darl- 
ington, Staffordshire, London, ’60.) Built 
first Pacific railway (U. P.), ’62-69, through 
first trust, Credit Mobilier. Owns 5,000 
lots, Omaha, worth $30,000,000. (Fifteen 
jails,. witnout a crime.) Train-Villa built 
at Newport, ‘°’68. Daughter's house. 156 
Madison avenue, °'60. Organized French 
commune, Marseilles, Ligue du Midi, Oc- 
tober, °70, while on return trip around 
the world in eighty days. Jules Verne, 
two years later, wrote this up in fiction. 
Cornered lawyers, doctors, clericals, by 
quoting three columns of Bible to re- 
lease Woodhull-Claflin from Beecher, ’72, 
Now lunatic by law, througa six courts. 
Now living in Mills palace, $3 against 
$2,000 a week at Train-Villa. (Daughter 
always has room for me in country.) 
Played Carnegie folmty years ahead. Three 
generations living off Credit Mobilier. 
Author dozen books out of print (vide 
Who’s Who, Allibone, Appleton’s Cyclo- 
pedia.) Four times around the world.First, 
two years. Second, eighty days, ’70. Third, 
sixty-seven and a ‘nalf days, ’90. Fourth, 
sixty days, shortest record, '92. Through 
psychic telepathy, am doubling age. 
Seventy-fourth year young. 

“GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN, 
‘Mills’ Palace, President Driftwood Club, 

1,560 Solvent Members.” 

The, story of his childhood, as narrated 
in the autobiograpny proper, is pathetic 
and has a peculiar interest to southern 
readers. The real autobiography begins 
with his grandfather, a Baltimore man, 
who turned itinerant Methodist preacher, 
freed nis slaves, and who married ‘‘my 
beautiful grandmother, who had a thous- 
and-acre farm at Waltham, 10 miles from 
Boston.’’ Mr. Train was born in Boston 
on March 24, 1829, and soon after his 
father removed to New Orleans, where he 
opened a store. He says he can remé€mpber 
almost everytaing in his life since his 


fourth year, and he draws a charming 
picture of his. life before the yellow fever 
scourge, when “the fear of the plague 
had so shaken the suman soul that men 


stood afur off aghast, and did only what 4 


they had to do in a coarse, brutal, swift 
burial of the dead.”’ He continues: 

“One day they brought into our home a 
coarse pine box. I did not know waat it 
was or for what it was meant. Then I 
saw them take the body of my little sis- 
ter Josephine and put & hastily into a 
Trough pine box. I was too young to 
understand it all, but I can never forget 
that scene; it starts tears even now. 
After nailing up the box and marking it 
to go ‘to the Train vaults,’ the family 
sat and waited for tne coming of the 
‘dead wagon.’ The city sent round carterg 
to pick up the numerous dead.” 


A few days later another pine box was | 


brought to the child’s home, and then he 
knew more of the mystery of death. In 
tnis they placed his sister Louise, and 
he went to the window and listened for 
the cry, “Bring out—bring out your 
dead.”"” His last little sister Ellen follow- 
ed. Mr. Train continues: 

“The next strange thing to happen to 
me was the arrival in the house of a box 
much larger than tae others. I did not 
know what it could be for. The box was 
very rough looking. It was made of un- 
planed boards. My nurse told me it was 
for my mother. Again I took my stand 
by the window. ‘Bring out—bring out 
your dead!’ resounded mournfully in the 
street just below the window where I 
stood. I looked out, and there was tae 
‘dead wagon.’ It had come for my 
mother * * * Only my father and I sat in 
the carriage that went to the cemetery 
and to the vaults that day. There were 
my mother and my tnree little sisters; all 
had been swept from me in this St. Pierre 
style—in this volcano of yellow fever. 

“Finally there came one day a letter 
from my grandmother, the wife of the 
old Methodist itinerant preacher of Wal. 
tham: ‘Send on some one of tae family 
before they are all dead. Send George!’ 
And so’ my father made preparations to 
send me back to Massachusetts. I can 
remember now the exact wording of the 
card ‘he wfote and pinned on my coat, 
just like the label or tag on a bag of cof- 
fee. It read: 

*“ *This is my little son, George Francis 
Train, 4 years old. Consigned on board 
the ship Henry to Joan Clark, Jr., Dock 
square, Boston; to be sent to his grand- 
mother Pickerifig, at Waltham, 10 miles 
from Boston. Take good care of the little 
fellow, as he is the only one left of 
eleven of us in the house, including the 
servants (slaves). I will come on as soon 
as I oan arrange my business.’ ”’ 

Tae child was the only passenger on the 
ship, and it was during that voyage that 
he learned to swear. Of his life on his 
grandparents’ farm, the dawn of ambi- 
tion, his years at school, he gives pic- 
turesque descriptions. At 15 he was placed 
in ais’ uncle’s shipping firm, where he 
mounted upward with tremendous 
bounds. He was some three-quarters of 
a century ahead of his time. His far- 
sightednes was almost-uncanny, his cour- 
age immeasurable, his energy boundiess, 
This .boy saw the importance of fast 
sailing ships, and to him more taan any 
other one hugnan being: were due the su- 
perb clippers that were the pride of the 
nation and the admiration of the worid. 
He started forty of: thiese saips to Califor- 
nia, including Flying Cloud, the sovereign 
of the seas, Of himself he says elilse- 
where: , 

“Il have always wanted to do thifigs a 
little differently from others, partly De- 
cause it was more interesting to do them 
in a novel. manner, but caiefiy because i 
jave found that a better way could near- 
ly always be found in which to do some 
things.”’ 

By the time he was 20 he compelled his 
uncie to give him an interest in the busi- 
ness that was worth §10,WwWU a year to aim. 
A year afterwards it was $15,000. His 
ambition took him to Australia, where he 
established a shipping and commission 
house that Made o¥o,vw the first year. He 
Was then 22. Waen the miners rose in 
rebellion against the government they 
Offered him the presidency of the Five 
Star republic. . 

There is so much that is interesting 
in his travels. Everywhere he went he 
ccmmanded the attention of the great 
people. in Paris he was the admiration 
of the Empress Eugenie and Napoleon. 
He secured millions from Queen Maria 
Christina of Spain to build the Atlantic 
and Great Western railway, 400 miles 
long, from Erie to the Ohio and the Mis- 
eissippi. Everywhere hs was courted, 
feted, admired, accepted as one of the 
great organizers and financial geniuses. 

He built the first street railway in Eng- 
land and during the. civil war made a 
zeputation as an operator and debater in 
England, where he espoused the unica 
cause. 

The Credit Mobilier was organized in 


| 


tis house at No. 16 Madison avenue, | 
which is now owned by his daughter, 
Mrs. Gulinger. He says ‘t was the orig 
ral trust. His schemes in connection with 
the Union Pacific railway, in which he 
was the prime mover, were chimerical 
then, but time has proved them. In Oma- 
ha, where he owned 5,000.lots, now 
$30,000,000—they. were sold for nom-pay- 
ment of taxes after he had been legally 
declared a lunatic—he built a hotel in 
sixty days, and called it Cozzen’s hotel, 
because, when he criticised another ho- 
tel, the proprietor asked tim why he did 
1.0t build one of his cwn, 

Ih 1870, when he went around the. world 
in eighty days, @e was already known as 
a radical. He reached Marseilles, and 
that proved that his coming was awaited. 
A committee hailed him es Mberator and 
asked him to become head of the Com- 
nune. He was taken irectly to the 
cpera house, where 6,(00 xecple were wait- 
ing tor him. He writes: 

“From the moment I entered the opera 
house, packed with people from tke stage 
to the topmost boxes, I was possessed by 
the French revclutionary spirit. The gen- 
ius and enthusiasm of the people had 
swept me oft my feet. I was theneeforth 
a ‘communist,’ a member of their ‘Ted 
republic.’ I felt this as soon as [ walked 
into the midst of their cheering and ec- 
static mob—for it wes really a mob then, 
the germ of all great national movements 
in France.” 

He 1eally became the head of the move- 
ment, with Gene-zal Cluseret ag military 
leader. They took pcssession of the mil- 
itary fortifications of Marseilles. He 
bluffed a detachment of the Guard Mobile 
that came to arrest General Cluseret. Mr. 
iTrain goes on: 

‘The next morning I saw from my win- 
dow an army marching dowr. the street. 
I thought 11 was our army and went out 
cn the balcony ani)egan shouting ‘Vive 
la republique!” and ‘Vive la commune!’ 
with the p2ople in the street. But there 
was an ominous silence in the ranks of 
tre troops. 
M. Gent, Gambetta’s man, riding in a 
carriage with the troops. Suddenly I 
heard a shot, and M. Gent dropped to the 
lLottom of the vehicle. Sume one tried to 
ill him, but missed, and the prefect did 
not want tu be conspicuous again. 


“The troops came to a halt directly tn 
front of the hotel, and I saw that the of- 
ficers were regarding with anger the fl«g 
of the commune which ficated from the 
kalecny. Orders were given, and five 
ven, a firing squad, stepped from the 
ranks and knelt, rifles in hand, ready to 
fire. I knew it was their purpose to shoot 
me. I don’t know why, but I felt that 
if I had to die I should die in the most 
dramatic manner possidle. There were 
two other flags on the balcony—the colprs 
cf France and of the United States. I 
seized both of these, wrapyed them quick- 
ly around my body. Then I stepped for- 
ward and knelt in front of the balcony 
in the same military mosture as the sor- 
ciers below me. Then I shouted to the 
officers in French: 

“Fire, fire,.you miserable cowards! 
Fire upon the flags of France and Amer- 
ica wrapped around the body of an Amer- 
ican citizen—if you have the courage!’ 

“An order was given, the soldiers re- 
turned to their places in the ranks.” 


The citizen came home to run as an in- | 


dependent candidate for president of the 
United States. When the Victoria Wood- 
hull affair came up he defended her and 
published extracts from the Bible that 
landed himin the Tombs. He was placed 
in ‘‘murderers’ row,’’ with Richard Crok- 
er, John J. Scannell and Sharkey—the 
Sharkey who escaped In woman’s cloth- 
irg. 

His socialistic .deas began asserting 
themselves more rapidly. He threw his 
money away and behav3d most cxtrava- 
gantly. 
lunatic, 

For fourteen years he never spc Ke to a 
man or woman, but devoted himself to 
children, because he declared that grown 


people robbed him of his psychic force. | 


Every day he was in Maiisen Square. He 
can call 15,000 young people—they were 
children when ne first met them—by 
name, and they love him to this day. 

In dictating this autobiography of more 
than 100,000 words, Mr. Train did not once 
ccnsult a book of reference. His memory 
is astounding. The story of his Hfe is» 
crovded with dates, with names of peo- 
ple, names of ships, a .housand things 
that it seems utterly impossible that any 
human being could reniember, und- yet 
Mr. Train talked them out of his head 
at the rate of 20 words a minute. It 
made rot the slightest ditererce whetner 
the event or incident happened seven 
months or seventy years ego, it was per- 
fectly clear in his mind. |

Many of his stories have been 
translated and printed in magazines and 
newspapers. Where Kipling seems to have 
won the gfeatest affection and praise 
from Fratice ts in his Jungle Book, tran- 
slated as Livre de la Jungle.

Harte in- 
sisted on having a word of two syllables, 
on the ground that otherwise the natural 
rhytam of the sentence would suffer, and 
in tae end he got his word.

NB thing for which Theo- 
dore Rooseyelt was fre- 
markable in childhood was 
absence Of mind. It is a 
weakness which he has 
never gotten over, and his 
younger sister, Mrs. 
Douglas Robingon, Jr., 
tells a story of how, ten 
years after her marriage, 
she received a letter from 
him addressed “Miss Co- 
rinne Roosevelt, care of 
Mr. Douglas Robinson.” 

It was not a foke, but just an example 
of Teddy’s little failing. Nowadays, of 
course, he nas plenty of people to remind 
him of things when he is in danger of 
forgetting them. But, when he was a 
_youngster, he never objected to the fun 
that was made of him on this or any 
other account, his amiability being so 
great that it was imposible to find any 
eatisfaction in teasing him. -His sense of 
humor was remarkable. even at an early 
age, and the jocular side of affairs al- 
ways struck him first. 

Withal he was extremely gentle and 
never rough in his play HNke most other 
gmall bovs. He was delicate, even sickly, 
and there wes a good deal of doubt in 
the family as to whetner he would live 
to grow up. Sometimes he was tortured 
by asthma. But he always bore his 
physical troubles like a little man and 
from mere babyhood tried to make him- 
self etrongeer by bodily exercises. 

_. Wren he was_a_littie bey his- father, 
‘Wwno Was a man of considerable means, 
being entaced as an importer of plate 
glass. lived at No. 20 East Twentieta 
street in New York city. On the second

his brother and sisters went througa all 
forts of athletic performances. It was, in 
fact. decidedly an athletic family and the 
girls were fully as expert as the boys, 
even at such feats as ~'!*nbing the pole.

Teddy became somewhat stronger as he 
approached his teens and went to scaool 
with a Mr. Cutler—a little man with gen- 
tle face and ways, who came to them in 
SUmmer at the family country place and 
SQpplemented the winter’s instruction 
with a bit of private tutoring. The fu- 
ture president of the United States never 
attended a big boys’ school, but acquired 
the rudiments of erudition caiefly from 
Private tutors.

The girl of his choice was a 
Miss Lee, of Boston, and the wedding was 
solemnized almost immediately after he 
was graduated. He took his bride to the 
old home in Fifty-seventa street, where 
his mother still lived, and there the 
young wife died soon after the birth of 
little Alice. Mrs. Cowles, Teddy’s elder 
sister, took charge of Alice and maintain- 
ed her guardianship until the future 
president married the lady who is now 
fis wife.

Theodore, as a boy. was very fond of 
animals, and books on natural history 
he persued with avidity. Later on, 
when he was at Harvard, he used to col- 
lect salamanders, hoptoads and all sorts 
of curiosities, which he kept on the man- 
telpiece in his room. or stowed away in 
corners. This passion has survived with 
him, and it is probable tnat he would 
have made a name for himself as a 
naturalist if he had not gone into poli- 
tics. He was remarkably studious as a 
youngster, with a snecial appetite for 
history, and this taste likewise he has 
kept. It used to be a standing joke in 
the family that Teedie, as he was called, 
could nardly be dragged away from his 
books, even by the dinner bell. 

if Theodore Roosevelt is properly to be 
regarded as an example of the strenuoug 
life, he ought certainly to be considered 
as an illustration of the life which is 
Ssteadfast—steadfast from the beginning 
onward to ambitions definite and un- 
chaning; holding always in view the same 
aims and objects and preserving even the 
same inclinations and tastes waich he 
had in boyhood.

He never lost sight of sound doctrine and 
constitutional principles, and finally he 
drove them into the heads of his oppo 


uonts. 
He was hunted all the time. Upabie to 


find him, the government sent his pub- 
lisher to prison for a short time, but he 
would not betray his correspondent, and 
perhaps could not, for Junius once wrote 
to him: “I am the sole depositiory of my 
secret, and.it shall die with me.”’ 
Thousands of brainy writers and states- 


men have tried to guess at the author- 
ship of these wonderful letters. An effort 
was made to prove that Lord George 
Sackville was the man, Dut this is not 
likely, as he was, in a short time after 
the publication of the papers, acting with 
the king and ministry. 

An American revolutionary general, 
Charies Lee. made a lame attempt to 
claim the authorship. 

Macaulay convinced hosts of people that 
Sir Philip Francis was Junius. Among 
other points made by him are these: 

“The handwriting of Junius is the very 
peculiar handwriting of Francis, slight- 
ly disguised. Here are five important 
facts: Firet, he was familiar with the 
technical forms of the secretary uf state's 
office: second, he was acquainted with 
the business of the war office;~third, he 
tad henrd Ctatham’s speeches in 1770; 
fourth, he resented Chamier’s appoint- 
ment as deputy secretary of war; fifth, 
he was strongly attached to the first Lord 
Holland. 

“Now,, Francis was in the secretary of 
state’s office for years, and was later in 
the war office as chief clerk. He ad- 
mitted taking notes of Calhoun’s speeches 
in 1770. He left the war office when 
Chamier was appointed. Lord Holland 
first introduced him into the public serv- 
ice. <All these five points are found in 
Junius and in Francis. Not more than 
two can be found in any other person.” 

Macaulay was always remarkably suc- 
cessful in winning his readers over to his 
side, and he was so in this instance. Sir 
Philip Francis, however, positively de- 
nied the authorship of the letters to the 
last. He was a prominent political figure 
in his time, and it is a fact that in hig 
writings may be found phrases and sen- 
timents very similar to those of Junius, 
and one of his sayings was: ‘“Without a 
solid, however moderate independence, 
no man can be happy or even honest.” 
Almost the same language is used by 
Junius in a private letter to his publisher. 

Yow, for Mr. Stephens. In an address 
delivered before the literary .societies of 
the University of Georgia, in 1873, he 
elaborately reviewed the whole question. 

Mr. Stephens took no stock in Macau- 
lay’s claim for Francis, and denied that 
his circumstantial evidence was conclu- 
sive. He also made the point that Fran- 
cis got into the war office through the 
influence of Mr. Ellis, and not Lord Hol- 
land’s. Junius severely abused. Ellis, 
which would hardly have been done by 
one of his own appointees. Moreover, 
Francis never failed to express his grat- 
itude to Willis. 

Mr. Stephens~thought the idea prepos- 
terous that a clerk in the war office 
should prove himself the superior of 
Burke, Chatham and Blackstone as a 
writer, politician and lawyer. He was 
inclined to accept John Britton’s theory 
that Junius was: Thomas Lyttleton, son 
of Lord George’ Lyttleton. 

Lyttleton was in the house of com- 
mons, and his trouble in getting his seat 
had made him familiar with the very 
points upon which Junius had unhorsed 
Blackstone. He was a bright, scholarly 
man, holding the opinions advocated by 
Junius, and after losing his seat in the 
house, and falling out with the entire 
government, the Junius letters #egan to 
appear in The Advertiser. He certainly 
had many good reasons for writing these 
letters under an assumed name. 

In these days, when we have so many 
young men of genuine ability who are 
atruggling to rise in politics and journal- 
ism, I would earnestly commend these 
words of Mr. Stephens: 

“The letters of Juniug cover the whole 
field of the reciprocal rights and duties 
of those who govern and those who are 
governed. 

“They saved. the constitution of Eng- 
land from being overthrown. Their doc- 
trines will live forever, and the young 
men of our country should study them. 

‘These letters are a model of the purest 
English and the most elegant forms of 
expression. Do gpt think me extravagant 
when I say that Chatham, in his grandest 
bursts of oratory, 2nd Burke, With all the 
power and grace of his pen. have left 
behind them nothing superior to Junius, 
in force, eloquence and patriotism.” 

This tribute from the great Georgian 
cannot fail to impress my young readers, 
the majority of whom have never seen 
even the title page of these incomparable 
letters. 

In my researches among old books. and 
newspapers I made the discovery that 
nearly every prominent journalist and 
political writer of the early, period of our 
republic was a close student of Junius. 
In those times the editorial pages of our 
best newspapers were noted for style, 
as well as information and argument. 

The complaint of the loss of the editoria} 
page’s influence dates from its adoption 
of the slip-shod jargon of the ordinary 
mob of hack writers.

The fields are full of Sun- 
day workers. While the church bells are 
tolling mechanics are plying their trades 
and the ordinary stores and workshoos 
are open. 

I have described England as owned by 
the few. France is owned by the many. 
There are 5,500,000 land owners among the 
88,500,000 people which make up the 
French republic, or almost a land holder 
to every family. The average holding is 
less than six acres, and thousands own 
little tracts upon which they live, work- 
ing a part of the y or some one else. 

The French love their land, and its is 
this common ownership that keeps them 
at home. They are not an emigrating 
nation, like the Germans and Italians or 
the English. More strangers come into 
France every year than Frenchmen 
leave, and notwithstanding this the peo- 
ple are about the richest on the face of 
the globe. They were able to pay the 


are large establishments in France which 
do nothing else, one at Lyons handling 
25,000,000 pounds of chestnuts a year. 


The Market Gardens of France 
I have already written of the market 


gardens of France. I learn more about 
them every day, and am more and more 
surprised at their excellence. The French 
have 1,000,000 acres devoted to gardens 
and fruits, and in riding cver the country 
you pasz fields of hot beds and see giass 
framea propped over plants vutside the 
beds. In many places glass bells are 
used to cover the individual plants, and 
there are some sections which raise pota- 
tces under glass for export to London. 

The French have studied the soil and 
the sun, afid they coax both to work. 
They feed the crops rather than the land 
and in places get three crops a& year 
through intensive cultivation. Near Cher~- 
bourg calbage is raised early in Febru- 
ary. After it is taken off a crop of pota- 
toes is planted and a third crop comes 
on in the autumn Thie ts en land that 
has been used for generations. 

And still we Americans talk of old 
Mother Earth being worn out. Nothing 
of the kind! The old lady has all the 
possibilities of perpetual youth, Dut, co- 
quette that she is, she must be fed with 
the dainties she loves and patted to make 
her yield her best crops. This is especial- 
ly ‘so as to the vineyards which have 
been used for generations. The French 
vines are cut down every year and 
every vine has its individua] stake, and I 
might say its individual treatment. 

One of the odd features of fruit grow- 
ing here is the training of the trees 
against stone walls for early crops. The 
stones act as radiators and proportion- 
ately increase the amount of heat and 
the fruit ripens earlier. 

I had a long chat during my stay in 
Lyons with Consul Covert about farm 
clubs and agricultural organizations. Mr. 
Covert has spent a great deal of time 
with ee farmers and has attended many 
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President Loubet uses an American reaper. 


enormous Franco-Prussian war debt 
without feeling it, and they have now 
hundreds of millions of dollars stored 
away in their woolen stockings under the 
rafters. They are prosperous, although 
they have the largest debt of any nation. 
They pay in interest alone a quarter of a 
billion dollars a year, or almost $7 per 
head to say nothing of the taxes re- 
quired for the necessary expefises of the 
government. 


Some French Economists 

The French are excellent farmers. With 
them a penny saved is two pence earneé, 
and they see that nothing goes to waste. 
They live as cheaply as any people of 
Europe. The average farmer starts out 
to work on black bread and vegetable 
soup, or he may have only bread and 
cheese and a giass of wine. At noon 
he will have a vegetable soup, and per- 
haps fried potatoes, and in the evening 
the same. He has wine at every meal, 
for it is one of the cheapest of drinks. 
Nearly every one keeps a goat, but few 
drink the milk, for goat’s milk will make 
cheese. 

The farming is intensive. The wheat re- 
gions produce almost twice as much on 
the average as the wheat fields of the 
United States. Every bit of land ts used, 
and nothing goes to waste. On the 
larger farms American machinery is em- 
ployed. Our plows are bought, and also 
our mowers and thrashers. President 
Loubet uses an American reaper on his 
mig French estate. 

The French understand how to make 
money out of trees. They appreciate the 
value of the forests, and bave some of 
the largest and best of the world. There 
are vast wood lands belonging to the 
government, and private holdings in 
which the trees are as well cared for as 
in our city parks. Only the ripe trees 


j are cut, and every piece of fallen wood is 


save. 
The roads and streams and little canals 


of France are lined with poplars. I can 
see long lines of them cutting the land- 
scape in every direction as I look out of 
my car window. Some of the trees are 100 
feet high. They are bare of branches, 
with only a tassel left on the top. Others 
are full Iimbed, and others are just 
sprouting new growth on all sides. These 
poplars are grown for their branches, and 
are finailv cut down for wood or for fur- 
niture. The branches grow rapidly. They 
are cut off year after year, put up into 
bundies and sold to “he bakers to make- 
the hot fires necessary for the crisp crust 
on the French bread. There is such a 
demand for them that raising them is 
one of the chief industries of France. The 
poplars are planted in places which are 
good for nothing else, and after five 
years each will annually produce at least 
20 cents. Later on the trees are cut down 
end sold. Willows are grown in the same 
way, their sprouts being used for baskets, 

The French make money out of chest- 
ruts. They grow varieties which are from 
two to three times as large as the Amer- 
ican chestnut, and sell them to the fruit 
stands and the groceries. The chestnuts 


of their meetings. He says they are far 
in advance of us in such matters. 
Every French country community, for 
instance, has its clubs where the farm- 
ers meet and discuss how to miarket the 
crops. They combine together and buy 
their fertilizers at wholesale and a al 
to the railroads for low freight venen. ae 
only the farmers, but the railroad offi- 
clals, the bankers and the merchants 
come to these clubs. The railroad men 
are asked to advise the farmers as to 
what they should do as to transportation 
and markets, and the bankers and mer- 
chants are also counseled with about 
money matters. In America the farmer 
Wants nothing to do with the city man. 
He seems to he jealous and afraid of him. 
The French farmer is willing to say there 
may be ‘some brains outside his own 
class, and he is glad to take advantage 
of them. 


8.000,000 French Grangers 


There are more than eight million farm- 
ets in France who belong to agricultural 
syndicates, and there are altogether over 
two thousand such syndicates. These 
syndicates are for the general furthering 
of the farming and commercial interests 
of the members, and they are further 
organized into ten unions which work 
together for the interests of their class. 
They have a head office at Paris, and 
this deals with the railroads as to freight 
rates and also pushes :agricultural inter- 
ests before the French parliament. 

The farm syndicates support measures 
for a protective tariff on farm products 
end do ail they can to bring the farmers 
into connection with the markets, the 
bankers and the public. They have made 
it so that much farm goods are now sent 
over the country by mail. Butter and 
cheese are thus shipped, and wine is 
marketed by post in two-bottJe lots. Most 
of these Be my have their own li- 
braries, a it is largely due to them that 
the national government has established 
a bank with a fund of about $8,000,000, 
which has been loaned out to farmers 
at 3 per cent interest. They have also 
decreased the taxes on farm lands and 
providea that certain lands shall be ex-

tles for their members. and “t sit ea 
our exporters of farm implements and 
fertilizers to treat directly with them. 

Speaking of taxes, the tax exemptions 
of the farmers have caused a decrease 
in the revenue of $5,000,000, and this came 
from the very smallest of the taxpayers 
Nevertheless, there are some taxes al- 
most infinitesimal. There are more than 
8,000,000 persons in this country who each 
pay a iand tax ranging from 10 to 20 
cents; more than 3,000, 600 pay from $i 
to $3, and there are more than 2,000,000 
land holders who each pay from 4 to 36

Almost all taxes here are based on in- 
comes or rents. Business property ts 
taxed 8 per cent of the amount for which 
it rents, and if it is idle it is not taxed at 
all.

Every loom in the silk mill pays a tax 
while it is working, but if it is broken or 
becomes idle the tax officiais are notified 
and the tax is not collectible.
